ToPEKA, Kan., December 1, 1898. 

To Hon, John W. Leedy, Governor: 

Dear Sir — As required by law, we have the honor to submit 
herewith to you the Sixteenth Annual Report of the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners for the state of Kansas. This report contains, 
in a summarized form, the annual reports of the various railroad 
companies required by law to report to this Board, covering the rail- 
road year from June 30, 1897, to June 30, 1898; and also the proceed- 
ings, orders and decisions of the Board covering the twelve months 
from November 30, 1897, to November 30, 1898. 

We regret the fact of the late appearence of this report, and are 
obliged to reiterate and emphasize the statement made in last year's 
report, that the delay has been caused by the failure of several of the^ 
railroad companies to file their reports with the Board till only a 
short time ago. Notwithstanding the fact that the law requires these 
reports to be filed not later than the 15th day of September, and that 
a heavy penalty is attached for failure to comply with such law, an 
unusually large number this year defaulted; and, while the Board 
does not believe there was any wilful delay on the part of any railroad 
company, the lateness of the receipt of these reports has entailed a 
large amount of extra work upon the clerks in this office in compiling 
the statistical tables which otherwise would have been avoided. 

On May 1, 1898, Mr. R. W. Turner, the then secretary of this 
Board, tendered his resignation as such, which was accepted. This 
was followed by the election of Mr. J. M. Senter to that position, 
Mr. Richard Coyle, clerk, and Miss Mabel Fortney, stenographer; 
which positions they occupy, respectively, at this date. 

Of the questions and matters coming before and engaging the 
attention of this Board during the year, one was of more than usual 
interest. This was what was popularly known as "The Coal-Rate 
Case." The case originated by the filing of a complaint by the mayor 
and council of the city of Wichita against the A. T. & S. F.Hly. Co. et 
al., alleging "unjust, unreasonable and extortionate rates on coal from 
northeastern, eastern and southeastern coal-mines" to that city. 
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Later, similar complaints were filed by the municipalities of Emporia, 
Salina, Fredonia, Osage City, and Scranton. Subsequently, these 
cases were consolidated, and entitled "The Mayor and Council of the 
City of Wichita et al vs. The A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. et air Hearings 
and investigations were had from time to time, which finally resulted 
in a compromise being effected satisfactory to all concerned, without 
the Board being required to make a formal order. A detailed history 
of the proceedings of the Board in this as well as in all other matters 
coming before it during the year will be found in part V of this 
report. 

Another case worthy of mention arose out of the complaint of the 
mayor and council of the city of Lincoln Center, and complaints of 
other towns along the line of the Lincoln branch of the Union Pacific 
railroad, against the receivers of that company, praying for an order 
of this Board for better passenger-train service between the cities of 
Salina and Colby. The matter was taken up with the manager of the 
road; the Board made a trip over the line complained of; had hearings 
at all the different points along the road; and in the decision rendered 
July 30, 1898, recommended "that a separate passenger and mail train 
be put in operation on this line between Salina and Plainville, 
this recommendation to take effect on or before September 1, 1898.'' 
We are glad to state that the company promptly complied with the 
recommendation of the Board; that said passenger train is now in 
operation between the cities named; and further, that the Board is 
informed that said train is giving satisfaction to the patrons of the 
road, and paying the operating expenses incurred. 

A very large number of oases of minor importance have been ad- 
justed by correspondence, without any hearing or investigation being 
had. The amity and good feeling which have existed during the year 
between the railroad companies doing business in the state and the 
Board have been a source of great satisfaction to us, and, we believe, 
has done a great deal toward bringing the railroad companies and the 
people of the state more closely together. It is a noteworthy fact 
that the railway companies, as a rule, have been generally willing, 
and have shown a disposition, without a formal hearing, to correct dis- 
criminations and other abuses complained of by the people, when 
their attention has been directed to such abuses by the Board. 
. Upon the question of needed legislation, the Board, after another 
year's experience in dealing with the transportation question, hereby 
reaffirm the recommendations made upon this subject in our fifteenth 
annual report, to wit : 

First. That the Board of Railroad Commissioners should be em- . 
powered to establish and prescribe a maximum schedule of freight 
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rates, and to revise and readjust the same from time to time as condi- 
tions require, for the railroads doing business in the state, to and 
from all points within the state. 

Second. That it should be empowered to make and prescribe the 
classifications of freight. 

Third. That it should be empowered to classify the railroads in 
fixing freight rates according to the gross amount of their respective 
annual earnings within the state. 

The law should surround the exercise of these powers with all due 
and proper safeguards, so that orders of the Board, when made, 
would be valid and enforceable. Full and ample notice of the time and 
place of hearing should be given to the railroad companies aflfected, 
reasonable time for preparation for the examination and investigation, 
and opportunity for the presentation of evidence and argument, in 
order that there should be a full and fair determination of the ques- 
tions involved. 

In addition to the penalties, or similar ones, denounced by section 
20 of the present law against the refusal to obey an order of the Board, 
the law should provide that the supreme court shall have power to 
compel, by mandamus, or other proper legal process, upon the appli- 
cation of the Board, compliance with any and all orders and decisions 
of the Board, made under any of the provisions of the law, which the 
court shall find to be just and reasonable ; and the findings, orders 
and decisions of the Board should be made prima facie evidence of 
the truth of the facts and statements therein contained. 

The advisability of giving to the carriers an appeal from the orders 
of the Board 'fixing freight rates is one of the subjects of discussion 
in the Eleventh Annual Report of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, just issued. 

After declaring that it is one of the propositions settled by de- 
cisions of the federal courts, "whether rates, when fixed, are just and 
reasonable, is a judicial question, and the carriers cannot be deprived 
of the right to raise that question at some time, and in some form," 
they use the following language on page 35 : 

**The only appeal which lies from the decrees of the English rail- 
way commission is upon questions of law. There is no appeal upon 
questions of fact, as to which the decision of the commission is final. 
This is analogous to the verdict of a jury or the findings of fact by a 
special master in chancery under the equity practice of some states. 

"Much might be said in favor of applying the same idea to the 
orders of this commission. It can hardly be expected that ordinarily 
the case, "upon proceedings in review, will come before a tribunal 
which is in theory better fitted to determine questions of fact than 
the one which passes upon them in the first instance. 

'*Upon .the other hand, the right of review is always a safeguard. 
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It puts a certain restraint upon the judgments of any tribunal. It 
would not probably embarrass the practical operation of the law, and 
it might prevent the occasional miscarriage of justice, if the whole 
case, both upon the law and the facts, were submitted to the court. 
The question for review would then be, Is the order lawful, just, and 
reasonable ? If so, the proceedings in review are dismissed. If not, 
the order is vacated. No new order can be made by the court. If 
the order is vacated, the case should be sent back to the commission 
for further proceedings. 

"The right to apply for review should be exercised within a limited 
time, or not at all. When application is made for review, the com- 
mission should send to the court the testimony taken before it, which 
should constitute the record upon which the case is reviewed, unless 
the court is of opinion that there is testimony which is material to a 
proper disposition of the case, and which could not, or under all the 
cirumstances ought not, to have been given before the commission. 
In that case the court should instruct the commission to take and 
send up the additional testimony. 

"The important question is, What effect should be given to the 
order of the commission pending the proceedings for review? If 
the carrier is obliged to obey an improper order, ordinarily it can 
obtain no redress. If the carrier is not obliged to obey a proper 
order, the public can ordinarily obtain no redress. When a question 
has been fairly and fully tried before the commission, it appears to 
us that, ordinarily, the order of the commission should be effective, 
until the court has declared against it. There are, manifestly, how- 
ever, instances in which this ought not to be true. Probably the 
court should be invested with power, when application for review is 
made, to determine whether or not the order shall take effect pending 
such proceedings." 

It is, perhaps, worthy of consideration whether, in the law of this 
state, an appeal to the supreme court should not be given to the rail- 
road companies from orders of the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
establishing a schedule of freight rates. It might facilitate and ex- 
pedite the putting into force and effect of such orders ; and, if it 
should be done, precedence in time of hearing should be given to 
such cases over the other civil business of the court. 

Fourth, The present Board believes that the ideas sought to be 
conveyed cannot be expressed better than in the following words in 
the Thirteenth Annual Report of this Board, at page 15, and indorses 
the same : 

"Just and reasonable findings as to differences arising out of the 
transportation question presuppose a special knowledge of that ques- 
tion, and this can only be acquired by earnest study and by experi- 
ence ; therefore the necessity that the Board shall be so organized as 
to have upon it at all times one or more experienced members. In 
other woTite, the expiration of the terms of office of the members of 
the Board should alternate. That such was the intention of the leg- 
islature when the law creating the Board was enacted, is evident from 
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the provision that the members first chosen should hold their office 
from the date of their respective elections for a term of one, two and 
three years, and that in each succeeding year a member should be 
elected to succeed the then retiring member, the successor to continue 
in office for three years ; but this wise arrangement of the tenure of 
office wa» practically destroyed by giving to the appointing power, in 
the same section of the law, the authority to *at any time remove said 
Commissioners, or any of them, and elect others to fill the vacancy.' 
This part of the law affords at all times an opportunity to remove the 
entire membership of the Board, no matter how well qualified and 
expt^rienced the members may be, and to put in their places totally 
inexperienced persons ; and so long as this provision of the law con- 
tinues in force there may be, and is likely to be, a complete change 
in the membership whenever a change occurs in the political admin- 
istration of the affairs of the state. No tribunal whose make-up is so 
uncertain can long command that confidence of the carriers and of 
the public which is so necessary to a belief that it will decide justly 
and reasonably questions contested before it. In the opinion of the 
Board, the law should be so aniended as to insure a rotation in the 
expiration in the terms of office of the members. ... That part 
of the statute which provides *that no more than two Commissioners 
shall belong to the same political party' is eminently wise, and should 
under all circumstances be retained. This feature of its organization, 
in connection with the amendment above suggested, would undoubt- 
edly free the Board from all possible criticism as a political board, and 
give all interests concerned in the administration of its duties greater 
confidence in the justness and reasonableness of its conclusions." 

The following table e;s:hibits, for the state of Kansas, gross earn- 
ings, and gross earnings per mile ; operating expenses, and operating 
expenses per mile ; and income or deficit from operation, for all the 
railroad companies doing business in this state, except the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railway Company, which states that it is impossi- 
ble for them to tabulate this information. It also shows the taxes 
paid in Kansas by each of the roads ; and is followed by a review of 
the statistical tables, which compose part III of this report, both as to 
the business transacted by the entire lines, and also that done within 
the state of Kansas. 

The Commission has tried to show, wherever possible, the Kansas 
proportion of the business transacted by the railroad companies oper- 
ating in or through this state, and have succeeded in the matter of 
gross earnings, operating expenses, etc., but are unable to give Kansas 
proportion of capital stock or funded debt in any other manner except 
upon a pro rata mileage basis ; the railroad companies stating in their 
reports that it is impossible for them to divide these items upon state 
lines ; and it is not known whether the pro rata mileage basis, as given 
in table 4, part III, of this report, is correct, or even approximately so, 
as there are no data to show just how much capital stock or bonds have 
been issued upon the mileage in Kansas.

The Leavenworth, Kansas & Western, which now represents the 
Kansas Central, shows a decrease in its capital stock in the sum of 
$348,000, which, deducted from the above total increase of $84,307,480, 
leaves a net increase of capital stock for the same roads which reported 
both years in the sum of $83,959,480. It will be observed that the 
following roads which reported for the year ending June 30, 1897, 
failed to make any report of that item for the year ending June 30, 
1898: Central Branch Union Pacific ; Atchison, Colorado & Pacific; 
Atchison, Jewell County & Western; Kansas Midland; St. Louis, 
Kansas & Southwestern ; Junction City & Port Kearney ; Lawrence 
& Emporia; Omaha & Republican Valley; and Union Pacific, Lincoln 
& Colorado. 
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The following roads, which for the year ending June 30, 1897, re- 
ported their funded debt, failed to report this item for the year ending 
June 30, 1898, to wit : The Leavenworth, Kansas & Western (now 
representing the Klansas Central), in the sum of $1,346,000; Central 
Branch Union Pacific, $5,983,341.39 ; Atchison, Colorado & Pacific, 
$4,070 ; Atchison, Jewell County & Western, $542,000 ; Kansas Mid- 
land, $2,680,000 ; St. Louis, Kansas & Southwestern, $890,000 ; Junc- 
tion City & Port Kearney, $1,141,000 ; Lawrence & Emporia, $465,000; 
Omaha & Republican Valley, $5,941,000 ; Union Pacific, Lincoln & 
Colorado, $4,380,000, or a total of $23,392,411.39, leaving a total 
funded debt reported for the year ending June 30, 1898, of $720,876,- 
340.60, exhibiting a decrease in this item, for the same roads reporting" 
both years, in the sum of $75,763,755.11.

classify their tonnage, the three commodities mentioned — grain, live 
stock, and coal — comprise about fifty-five per cent, of their total 
traffic.

IMPORTANT CHANGES DURING THE YEAR. 

Extension of line from Frontenac, Kan., to Midway, Kan., 1.73 miles, to connect with the j 

Midway Railway, was completed, and the operation commenced April 1, 1898. 

Daring the year a portion of line known as the Denver Circle railroad, lying in and about 
the city of Denver, Colo., 8.52 miles, was taken up, the operation of same having been abandoned 
on Jane 1, 1898. 

Under an agreement with the Panhandle Railway Company, effective April 20, 1898, this 
company commenced to operate as a part of its system the line of the Panhandle railway from 
Panhandle to Washburn, Texas, a distance of 14.72 miles. 

Under an arrangement with the Fort Worth & Denver City Railway Company, this company 
acquired the right to run its trains over the line of the Fort Worth & Denver City Railway from 
Washburn to Amarillo, Texas, 14.04 miles, on and after May 10, 1898. I 

Daring the year, general mortgage bonds to the amount of $6,647,000 par were issued under 
provision of the general mortgage to retire $5,655,000 of guarantee fund notes. 

Results of operation of lines of the New Mexico & Arizona railroad, from Benson, Ariz., to 
Nogales, Ariz., 87.78 miles, and of the Sonora railway, from Nogales, Ariz., to Guaymas, Mexico, 
262.61 mUes, are not included as '* income from separately operated roads forming part of the i 

Atchison system," for the reason that arrangements were made whereby the Southern Pacific i 

Company assumed the operation of the lines mentioned on and after June 1, 1897. I 

Result of operation of the Santa Fe Pacific railroad (formerly Atlantic & Pacific railroad, 
western division), extending from Albuquerque. N. M., to Mojave, Cal., 818.55 miles, is included 
in this report, as shown by reason of ownership by this company of the entire issue of stock and 
bonds of the Santa Fe Pacific Railroad Company. 

CONTRACTS, AGREEMENTS, ETC., AFFECTING BUSINESS. 

WELLS, FARGO & GO.'S EXPRESS. 

The express company pays a certain percentage of its gross earnings from business carried 
over this company's line, and guarantees to the railway company that such percentage shaJU. not 
be less than a fixed amount per annum. 

UNITED STATES QOYERNMENT MAILS. 

This company provides the cars, pays cost of maintenance of same, receives and delivers the 
mails at terminal offices, and delivers the mails into and takes them from all intermediate offices 
located not over eighty rods from points at which trains make regular stops. 

Compensation is based on weight of mails, speed of trains, etc., as provided by law. 

PULLMAN PALACE CAR COMPANY. 

The cars are owned by the Pullman Palace Car Company, which receives all the eamingSr 
and pays running expenses. The railway company furnishes ice, water, fuel, and oils, and pays 
the ruUman Palace Car Company a fixed mileage rate for cars operated on line of the railway 
company. When the revenue received by the Pullman Palace Car Company from sale of seats- 
and berths shall equal or exceed a certain amount per annum, then the payment of the fixed 
mileage rate shall cease. 

WESTERN UNION TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

I 

All telegraph lines and appliances themto along the line of the railway company are owned 
jointly with the Western Union Telegraph Company. Cost of repairs is borne jointly by the two 
companies. The railway company has free use of the wires for its own business, pays salaries 
of operators, furnishes office room, light, and heat, retaining as compensation for such expenses 
a percentage of receipts from commercial business.

With the Southern Pacific Company : For the ticketing of paosengers from and to points east 
of the meridian of La Junta, Colo., including La Junta ; also Pueblo, Colorado Springs, and 
Denver, tiirough Barstow, Los Angeles, and Newhall, Cal., to and from common x>oints on the 
Southern Pacific Company's lines north of Mojave, Cal. 

With the Colorado Midland Company : For the interchange of freight and passenger traffic 
at Colorado Springs, Colo. 

With the Santa Fe, Prescott & Phoenix Rid. Co. : For the interchange of freight and passen- 
ger traffic at Ash Fork, Ariz. 

With the New York & Texas Steamship Company^ and the Gulf, Colorado & Santa Fe Rly. 
Co. : For the formation of a through line for the carriage and interchange of freight traffic via 
the city of Galveston. 

The Trans-Continental Freight Rate Committee : Comprising various railroad companies 
organized for the purpose of promoting harmony of action between the companies named, to 
the end that reasonable rates of charges for services rendered may be made and maintained, for 
^e issuance of joint rates, regulations, etc., and for the collection of such statistics as the mem- 
bers may require. 

Western Freight Association — Southwest Division : Comprising various railroad companies 
organized for the purpose of mutual protection, by establishing and maintaining reasonable 
ntes, rules and regulations pertaining to freight traffic.

Western Union Telegraph Company : A considerable portion of the telegraph lines along the 
main line of the road in Illinois, and most of its branches, was built prior to 1872, at which time 
the road was consolidated with the Iowa property, on which latter there was a telegraph sys- 
tem built entirely by the railroad company ; and the same is true of the telegraph line along 
tiiat portion of the road west of the Missouri river, which was consolidated about 1880 with the 
road east of the Missouri river. 

In 1872, a written contract, to run for twenty-five years, was made with the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, which contract was, in its commercial features, subsequently extended 
over all portions of the road. 

By the terms of this contract, the railroad company agreed to build a telegraph line along 
its road and branches ; and if a second line was needed, the telegraph company was to furnish 
the poles and the railroad company the labor. It was also agreed that, whenever the railroad 
company should require the exclusive use of one wire, the telegraph company should furnish 
the material and machinery for an additional wire, and the railroad company should furnish 
the labor for putting up such wire. The telegraph company agreed to furnish all poles, wire, 
and insulators, and the stationery for commercial business necessary for the maintenance, re- 
pair and operation of the telegraph wires along the company's road. The railroad company 
agreed to transport the officers and employees of the telegraph company free, when traveling on 
company business. The telegraph company was to furnish main batteries, and a certain amount 
of free service to points off the line of the railroad. 

The contract also provides that the railroad company's agents shall do commercial tele- 
graphing at all stations, and the receipts are divided in certain proportions. This contract will 
soon expire, and no steps have been taken for its renewal. Under its operation the telegraph 
company constructed some independent wires on the railroad company's property, and the par- 
ties are not agreed upon the question of ownership. 

No other telegraph company operates lines over this road.

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CONTRACTS, AGREEMENTS, ETC., AFFECTING BUSINESS. 

Wells-Fargo Express Company receives and delivers goods at railway company's express 
cars, and pays a fixed annual sum per mile of road for the use of railway company's express 
cars and the hauling of same in passenger trains, but the amount paid shall in no case be less 
than 40 per cent, of the gross earnings of the express company on the line of the Chicago Great 
Western Rly. 

The United States government pays on basis of amount and character of service. 
The Mann Boudoir Sleeping Car Company, operated by Pullman's Palace Car Company, fur- 
nishes the neceseary number of sleeping-cars, and is paid on basis of miles run by cars. The 
sleeping-car company receives the revenue derived from the sale of berths and seats, and pays 
extra attendants in charge of cars. 

No parlor-cars are in use on the Chicago Great Western Rly. 

The dining-cars are operated by the railway company. • ' 

There are no freight or transportation companies operating over this railway. Through bill- 
ing arrangements with all connecting lines. 

With Illinois Central Rly. Co., for trackage and all trains of this company between East 
Dubuque and Portage Curve, III., for which this company pays a iixed annual sum. 

With Chicago, Burlington & Northern Rly. Co., for trackage of all trains of this company be- 
tween Portage Curve and Aiken, 111., for which this company pays 3 per cent, per annum on the 
cost of the property. 

With Chicago & Northern Pacific Rly. Co., for use of terminals at Chicago, 111., from Forest 
Home to Harrison street, 10.18 miles, for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Des Moines Union Rly. Co., for the use of 2.26 miles of main track and terminals in the 
city of Des Moines, Iowa, for which this company pays its proportion on wheelage basis of 5 
per cent, per annum on the cost of the property. 

With Minnesota Transfer Rly. Co., for the use of yards and tracks at Minnesota Transfer, 
for which this company pays one-eighth of 5 per cent, for annum on the bonds of the Minnesota 
Transfer Rly. Co. 

With Atchison, Topeka <& Santa Fe Rly. Co., for tracking of all trains of this company from 
St. Joseph to Bee Creek, Mo., for which this company pays 3 per cent, per annum on the cost of 
the property. 

With St. Joseph Terminal Rly. Co., for use of tracks and terminals in the city of St. Joseph, 
Mo., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Kansas City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs Rid. Co., for the use of tracks and yards in 
the city of St. Joseph, Mo., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Kansas City Northwestern Rly Co., for the use of tracks from Leavenworth to Kansas 
City, Kan., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Minneapolis & St. Louis Rid. Co., for the use of tracks in Minneapolis, Minn., for 
which this company pays $600 per annum. 

With Kansas City Suburban Belt Rly. Co. for the use of tracks and depot in the city of Kan- 
sas City, Kan., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. ^ 

With Leavenworth, Northern & Southern Rly. Co., for the use of 2.46 miles of track in the 
city of Leavenworth, Kan., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. , 

With Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern Rly. Co., for the use of 1.40 miles of track in the 
city of Leavenworth, Kan., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Des Moines & Kansas City Rly. Co., for the use of .44 mile of track in the city of Des 
Moines, Iowa, for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co., for use of 3.59 miles of track, from Beverly to 
Stillings, Mo., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Chicago <& Northwestern Rly. Co., for the use of side-tracks in the city of De Kalb, 111., 
for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With St. Paul & Northern Pacific Rid. Co., for use of yards and tracks in East Minneapolis, 
Mian., and trackage between St. Paul and Minneapolis, Minn., for which this company pays its 
proportion, based upon wheelage, of 6 per cent, per annum on the cost of the property. 

The Postal Telegraph and Cable Company operates the telegraph lines, and, by contract, fur- 
nishes the necessary wires and facilities to the railway company for the transaction of its busi- 
ness on the lines of the road. Operators at railway stations are paid by the railway company, 
and perform service for the telegraph company. Operators at cities or outside offices are paid 
by the telegraph company. Material for maintenance is furnished by the telegraph company, 
and labor for maintenance is furnished by the railway company. The telegraph company re- 
ceives all revenue derived from commercial business. 

The following telephone companies furnish telephones at the various points on the line 
where required, and are paid fixed sums for the use of the instruments: Northwestern Tele- 
phone Exchange Company, Central Union Telephone Company, Misssouri & Kansas Telephone 
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Company, Chicago Telephone Company, Marshall Telephone Company, Citizens* Telephone 
Company, Iowa Telephone Company, De Kalb County Telephone Company, People's Telephone 
Comimny, Cedar Valley Telephone Company, Western Electric Telephone Company. 

With Danleith & Dnbaque Bridge Company, for the use of bridge across the Mississippi riyeir 
at Dnbnqne, Iowa, for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Leavenworth Terminal Railway Sc Bridge Company, for use of the bridge and tracks, 
for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Railway Equipment Company of Minnesota, for equipment leased by the railway com- 
pany,* upon which it agrees to pay 5 per cent, of its cost on the first day of each June for nine 
consecutive years, commencing June 1, 1892, and the balance on June 1, 1901, on equipment cov- 
ered by contract dated May 28, 1891, and agrees to pay 5 per cent, of the cost of equipment cov- 
ered by contract dated December 26, 1891, on the first day of each January, for nine consecutive 
, years» commencing January 1, 1^, and the balance on January 1, 1902, and agrees to pay as 
rental, in monthly instalments, v per cent, per annum on the unpaid principal. 

Also, with the same company, for equipment covered by contract dated May 25, 1896, this 
company agrees to pay $116,400, of which $16,400 is to be paid at the time of the delivery to them 
of the last lot of cars, and $10,000 per annum commencing September 1, 1897, and ending June 1, 
1906, and agrees to pay as rental, in monthly instalments, 6 per cent, per annum on unpaid prin- 
cipal. All these sums are represented by lease warrants, and when all are paid the equipment 
becomes the property of the railway company. 

With the Pullman Palace Car Company, for 900 cars, covered by contract dated November 
12, 1897, this company agrees to pay $153,135, of which 15 per cent, of the cost of the cars deliv- 
ered is to be paid at the time of delivery, and for the balance the railway company gave its 
notes dated February 20, 1898, n\aturing monthly from April 20, 1898, to June 20, 1900, both in- 
clusive.

HISTORY. 



The Chicago, Rock Island St, Pacific Rly. Co. is a consolidated company, and owns the prop- 
erty located in the states of Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, and the 
Indian Territory, by rirtne of its articles of consolidation and purchases, as hereinafter stated. 
As a consolidated oriranization, its constituent companies are as follows : 

The Rock Island <& La Salle Rid. Co., created by special charter granted by the state of 
Illinois, February 27, 1847. 

The Chicago &, Rock Island Rid. Co., successor to the Rock Island & La Salle, by amend- 
ment to the charter of the former company, February 7, 1851. 

On the Ist day of February, 1853, the Mississippi & Missouri Rid. Co. was incorporated under 
the general laws of the state of Iowa, and the road construdted by it sold under foreclosure to 
tilie Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rid. Co., incorporated.under the general laws of the state of 
Iowa on the 28th day of May, 1856. 

On the 20th day of August, 1866, the Chicago & Rock Island Rid. Co., of Illinois, and the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rid. Co., of Iowa, were consolidated by virtue of the general 
laws of the states of Illinois and Iowa, the consolidated company taking the name of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Rid. Co. 

On the 4th day of January, 1869, the Platte County & Fort Des Moines Rid. Co. was incorpo- 
rated by the legislature of Missouri, and on the 4th day of January, 1860, the Platte City & Fort 
Des Moines Rid. Co. was organized by the statute of said state. On the 30th day of July, 1867, 
the name of the Platte City & Fort Des Moines Rid. Co. was, by resolution of said company, 
changed to the Leavenworth <& Des Moines Rid. Co. On the 3d day of March, 1869, the name of 
the last-mentioned company was changed by the legislature of the state of Missouri to the 
Chicago & Southwestern Rly. Co., and on the 12th day of May, 1869, there was organized under 
the general incorporation laws of the state of Iowa, a corporation of said state by the name of 
the Chicago & Southwestern Rly. Co. On the 25th day of September, 1869, by virtue of the gen- 
eral laws of the states of Iowa and Missouri, the two last-mentioned companies were consolidated 
into a consolidated company known as the Chicago &. Southwestern Rly. Co. 

A mortgage covering, the property of the Chicago & Southwestern Rly. Co. in Iowa and Mis- 
souri was foreclosed subsequent to the above-mentioned consolidation, and at the sale under 
said mortgage said property was sold to the Iowa Southern &^ Missouri Northern Rly. Co., a 
corporation organized under the general laws of the state of Iowa on the 27th day of August, 1876. 

On the 29th day of November, 1870, there was organized under the general laws of the state 
of Missouri a corporation known as the Atchison branch of the Chicago & Southwestern Rly. 
Co., and on the 16th day of August, 1871, a consolidation of the last-mentioned company was 
«fiEected with the Chicago & Southwestern Rly. Co., of the states of Iowa and Missouri. 

On the dOth day of April, 1869, there was incorporated under the general incori)oration laws 
of the state of Iowa a corporation known as the Des Moines, Indianola & Missouri Rid. Co., 
which constructed a line of railroad from Des Moines, in the state of Iowa, to Indianola, in 
said state. 

There was organized under the general incorporation laws of the state of Iowa a corpora- 
tion known as the Des Moines, Winterset & Southwestern Rid. Co., which constructed k line of 
road from a junction with the said Des Moines, Indianola & Missouri Rid. to Winterset, in the 
state of Iowa, which two last-mentioned railroads were conveyed to the said Iowa Southern & 
Missouri Northern Rly. Co. 

On the 4th day of August, 1877, there was organized under the general laws of the state of 
Iowa the Newton &. Monroe Rid. Co., which constructed a railway from Newton, in the state of 
Iowa, to Monroe, in said state ; and on the 11th day of June, 1878, there was organized under 
^e same laws the Atlantic & Audubon Rid. Co., which constructed a railroad from Atlantic, in 
the said state, to Audubon, in said state ; and on the 27th day of August, 1879, there was organ- 
ized the Atlantic Southern Rid. Co., which constructed a railroad from the said town of Atlantic 
to Qriswold, in said state ; and on the 27th day of October, 1879, there was organized under the 
^id laws the Avoca, Macedonia & Southwestern Rid. Co., which constructed a railroad from 
Avoca, in said state, to Carson, in said state. 
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On the 2d day of June, 1880, pursuant to the general laws of the states of Illmois and lowar 
articles of consolidation were entered into between the above-mentioned Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Rid. Co., the Iowa Southern & Missouri Northern Rid. Co., the Newton & Monroe 
Rid. Co., the Atlantic Southern Rid. Co., the Avoca, Macedonia & Southwestern Rid. Co., and 
the Atlantic & Audubon Rid. Co., whereby was created the corporation known as tlie Cliicagro* 
Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co. 

Under the laws of the state of Missouri there was organized a corporation kno'wn as the 
St. Joseph & Iowa Rid. Co., these laws beginning with the 22d day of January, 18.57, and termi- 
nating the 19th of March, 1866; and the railroad constructed by this company in Missouri has 
been conveyed to the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co. 

Under the general laws of the state of Iowa, the following-named companies were orf^anized 
on the dates named, respectively : The Avoca & Harlan Rid. Co., organized on the 15tli day of 
June, 1878, which constructed a railroad from Avoca, in the state of Iowa, to Harlan, in the said 
state ; and the Guthrie & Northwestern Rid. Co., organized under the same laws on the 4th day 
of October, 1879, which constructed a railroad from Menlo, in the state of Iowa, to Quthrie 
Center, in said state ; which two roads have been, since their construction, purchased by the 
said Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co. 

On the 17th day of March, 1886, there was organized under the laws of the state of Kansas a 
corporation known as the Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska Rly. Co., which company constructed a 
line of road from the Missouri river westward to Colorado Springs, in the state of Colorado,, 
through the states of Kansas and Nebraska and southwestward through said state of Kansas 
into the Indian Territory. The road so constructed has been foreclosed and purchased by the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co.

IMPORTANT CHANGES DURING THE YEAR. 

Mileage of owned lines shows a decrease from last year of 3.30 miles, made up as follows : 
From Davenport, Iowa, to Winthrop, Mo., a decrease of .60 of a mile, account of straightening the 
line near Altamont, Mo. From South Omaha, Neb., to Jansen, Neb., a decrease of 2.75 miles, ac- 
count of track near Lincoln, Neb., previously used as main track but now included with sidings. 
Various other changes are shown, some an increase and others a decrease, account of rechaining. 
Leased lines show an increase of .04 of a mile on Des Moines & Ft. Dodge Rid., account of re- 
chaining. 

From 1880 to 1885, sums aggregating about $7,000,000, for which no stock or bonds were issued, 
were expended out of the current earnings of the company in extensions and permanent im- 
provements. ' These sums were carried to addition and improvement account, and obligations 
of the company, called addition and improvement bonds, were deposited with the treasurer, by 
which the company pledged itself to repay these sums to the stockholders, either in stock or in 
cash, at its election. It was at the last annual meeting determined to discharge these obligations 
by distribution to stockholders of record July 1, 1898, of the reserved shares of the capital stock 
of the company not heretofore issued, and of certain shares held in the treasury, together 
amounting to ten per cent, on each stockholder's holdings. The reserved shares thus issued, 
viz., 38,440 shares, increased the outstanding shares of the company to the total authorized 
amount of $50,000,000. 

On January 1, 1898, a new mortgage was executed on all property owned or controlled by the 
compi^ny, under the terms of which bonds were authorized to be issued to an amount not ex- 
ceeding $100,000,000 ; such bonds to be issued only for the purpose of refunding outstanding 
bonds and for improvements and acquisition of additional property as necessity demanded. 
There have been issued under this mortgage $45,923,000 four-per-cent. gold mortgage bonds, for 
the purpose of retiring $10,712,000 five-per-cent. extension and collateral bonds, and $2,549,000 
five-per-cent. debenture bonds ; the amount issued in excess of the amount refunded being five 
per cent, premium paid for bonds retired, as authorized under the mortgage, and expenses in- 
curred in refunding. 



CONTRACTS, AGREEMENTS, ETC., AFFECTING BUSINESS. 

The United States Express CotQpany runs over all the lines operated by this company, for 
which they pay a specified annual rental. 

The government pays a specified amount per annum, based on weight of mails and regula- 
tions imposed by congress and the post-ofiice department. 

Prior to February 1, 1898, sleeping-cars operated over this company's line were owned jointly 
by the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Company and the Pullman Palace Car Company. Earn- 
ings were divided equally between the companies. On February 1 this company's interest in 
such cars was sold to the Pullman Palace Car Company, and since then have been operated en- 
tirely by that company. Dining-cars are owned and operated by this company. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company owns and operates the telegraph lines used by this 
company. This company furnishes operators and receives a portion of earnings.

Co., all of which were corporations organized under the gen- 
eral laws of Kansas. The second of said constituent corporations, viz., the Kansas City, Spring- 
field & Memphis Rid. Co., was formed March 31, 1883, by the consolidation, in accordance with 
the general laws of Missouri and Arkansas, of the Springfield & Memphis Rid. Co., a corporation 
organized November 19, 1880, under the general laws of Arkansas, with the Kansas City, Spring- 
field &, Memphis Rid. Co., a corporation organized September 10, 1881, under the general laws of 
Missouri. 

Date and authority for each- consolidation : March 31, 1883, Springfield & Memphis Rid. Co., 
was consolidated with the Kansas City, Springfield & Memphis Rid. Co., forming the Kansas 
City, Springfield & Memphis Rid. Co. ( article 2, chapter 21, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1879, 
aod chapter 125, Mansfield's Digest of Statutes of Arkansas). February 8, 1888, Kansas City, 
Fort Scott & Gulf Rid. Co., was consolidated with the different companies enumerated above, 
forming the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Springfield Rid. Co. ( chapter 23, article 2, chapter 84 
Dassler's Compiled Statutes of Kansas ; chapter 186, Laws of Kansas, 1887 ). April 24, '1888, the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott & Springfield Rid. Co. was consolidated with the Kansas City, Spring- 
field & Memphis Rid. Co., forming the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis Rid. Co. ( laws above 
mentioned ).

CONTRACTS, AGREEMENTS, ETC., AFFECTING BUSINESS. 

Agreement with the Adams Express Company, coyering that portion of this company's road 
-west of Springrfield, Mo., dated May 1, 1894, and expiring May 1, 1899. Under its provisions the 
raUroad company famishes the necessary space, properJy heated and lighted, in its passenger 
trains, and transports the business of the express company. The railroad company receives 
in compensation for snch service 40 per cent, of the gross earnings of the express company, with 
a guaranty that the compensation to the railroad company shall not be less than $52,182 per 
annum. The railroad company also furnishes storage and office room in its buildings. 

Contract with the Southern Express Company, covering that portion of the company's road 
east of Springfield, Mo., dated May 1, 1894, and expiring May 1, 1899. Under its provisions the 
railroad company furnishes car space, properly heated and lighted, in its passenger trains, and 
transports the business of the express company. The railroad company receives in compensa- 
tion for such service 40 per cent, of the gross receipts of the express company, with a guaranty 
that the compensation to the railroad company shall not be less than $33,379.65 per annum. The 
railroad company also furnishes storage and office room in its buildings. 

There is no written contract with the United States government for the transportation of 
mails, but the railroad company furnishes space, properly heated and lighted, in ibs passenger 
inrains, and transports the mails for such compensation as is fixed under the rules of the post- 
office department, based upon a result of the weighing of the mails at stated periods for thirty 
consecutive working days. The compensation for the past year has been $112,303.93. 

Agreement with the Wagner Palace Car Company for furnishing sleeping-cars and drawing- 
room cars. Car company keeps cars in order, except that railroad company packs and lubri- 
cates trucks, keeps outside of cars clean, and furnishes for line cars its proportion and for cars 
in local service all of supplies usually furnished a first-class coach. Railroad company also 
famishes room and conveniences for airing and storing bedding. All damage to cars, except 
that arising from heating or lighting apparatus, is made good by the railroad company. Rail- 
road company to pay car company iy» cents per mile run until average annual revenue of cars 
is $5000 per mile, when mileage shall be at the rate of one cent. When average annual revenue 
per car reaches $6000 no mileage is to be paid. Agreement expires May 31, 1908, when it may be 
renewed for further period of ten years, or railroad company may purchase cars at fair valua- 
tion. Car company, if desired, agrees to furnish emigrant or tourist cars on same terms, the 
mileage charge to be at the rate of one-half cent. 

Agreement dated September 12, 1888, amended January 1, 1892, between various railroad 
companies forming the Western Freight Association ; said agreement being for the purpose of 
maintaining uniform, reasonable and stable rates. 

Agreement of Southwestern Traffic Association, dated July 1, 1894, for the purpose of main- 
taining uniform, reasonable and stable rates. 

Agreement with the Missouri, Kansas & Texas R]y. Co., dated March 13, 1894, granting joint 
use of track between Kansas City, Mo., and Paola, Kan., at a fixed rental of $30,000 per annum, 
and interest charge on cost permanent additions and improvements to joint track. Expense of 
maintenance and operation apportioned on wheelage basis. Local traffic on joint tracks re- 
served to Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis Rid. Co. Terms pf agreement, ninety-nine years. 

Agreement with the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rly. Co., dated March 13, 1894, for joint use of 
terminals at Kansas City, for fixed rental of $20,000 per annum ($23,000 after April 1, 1899), and 
proportion, based on number of cars handled, of interest charge on permanent additions and 
improvements. Cost of maintenance and operation divided on basis of number of cars handled, 
and cost of handling platform freight divided on basis of tons handled for each company. Term 
of agreement, April 1, 1900, and thereafter until terminated by three years' written notice of 
either party. 

Agreement by the Kansas City, Springfield & Memphis Rid. Co. (succeeded by this com- 
pany) with the Kansas City, Memphis & Birmingham Rid. Co., dated February 10, 1887, by which 
the former agrees to pay to the treasurer of the latter company, in trust, ten per cent, of its 
gross earnings derived from all business over its road to and from the road of the latter for a 
period of forty years from March 1, 1867, to be applied in the following manner: First, to pay, 
if need be, any interest on the new mortgage bonds not provided for by net earnings ; second, if 
not needed for above interest on mortgage bonds, to be used as income applicable to interest on 
income bonds ; third, if not needed for either of above purposes, to be applied to the purchase, 
under advertisement, of the income bonds, at a price not exceeding par and interest, but if no 
bonds are offered under the advertisement, then they are to be drawn by lot for payment at par 
and interest, the bonds so purchased or drawp to be immediately canceled. 

Agreement with the Western Union Telegraph Company, dated July 31, 1894, expires in 1911. 
Four wires are set aside on main line from Kansas City, via Fort Scott, to Springfield, Mo., and 
three wires from Springfield, Mo., to Memphis, Tenn. In addition to these, one wire from Kan- 
sas City to Memphis is the exclusive property of the railroad company, not subject to control of 
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telegraph company. When additional wires become necessary for railroad use, this company is 
to pay cost of material in place. For extensions and new constructions, and for repairs and 
renewals of present lines ( including lines set apart for railroad company, and excluding the 
wire above referred to as exclusiye property of the railroad), the telegraph company fur- 
nishes the material and a foreman in charge of construction and repair force, and the railroad 
company furnishes the labor ; provided, that in new construction the telegraph company shall 
have no more than twice as many wires as may hereafter be put up for railroad company. The 
telegraph company furnishes the instruments, batteries, and supplies, and the railroad com> 
pany furnishes operators and office room, lighted and heated. When collect messages at any 
station exceed 3000 a year, the telegraph company will furnish an operator, who shall, without 
charge, attend to railroad business. When more than one operator is needed, the railroad com- 
pany will furnish its own. Free transportation is given material for use on the Kansas City» 
Fort Scott & Memphis Rid. system, and a half rate on material for other lines. Railroad-com- 
pany wires are under supervision of a superintendent paid by telegraph company, and allowed 
one clerk paid by telegraph company. 

Agreement with various roads terminating in Kansas City for formation of Kansas City Car 
Service Association ; demurrage charges of one dollar per day or fraction thereof to be imposed 
after forty-eight hours from delivery of cars, the collection to belong to the road upon whose 
tracks the cftrs are delayed.

CONTRACTS, AGREEMENTS, ETC., AFFECTING BUSINESS. 

Contract with the Adams Express Company, dated May 1, 1894, and expires May 1, 1899. 
Under its provisions, the railroad company furnishes the necessary car space in its passenger 
trains, properly heated and lighted, and transports the business of the express company. The 
railroad company receives in compensation for such service forty per cent, oithe gross earnings of 
the express company, with a guaranty that the amount to be paid to the railway company 
shall not be less than $6,318 per annum. The railroad company also furnishes storage and office 
room in its buildings. 

There is no written contract with the United States government for the transportation of 
mails, but the railroad company furnishes space, properly heated and lighted, in its passenger 
trains, and transports the mails for such compensation as is fixed under the rules of the post- 
office department, based upon the result of the weighing of the mails at stated periods for thirty 
consecutive working days. Compensation fixed by the department for the year ending June 30, 
1897, was $16,131.48. 

Agreement with the Western Union Telegraph Company, dated July 31, 1894 ; expires in 1911. 
Two wires are set aside for railroad use. As additional wires become necessary for railroad use, 
this company is to pay cost of material in place. For extensions and new construction, and for 
repairs and renewals of present lines, including the two wires set apart to the railroad, the tele- 
graph company furnishes the material and a foreman in charge of construction and repair force, 
and the railroad company furnishes the labor ; provided, that in new constructions the tele- 
graph company shall not have more than twice as many wires as may hereafter be put up for 
the railroad company. The telegraph company furnishes instruments, batteries, and supplies, 
and the railroad company furnishes operators and office room, lighted and heated. When col- 
lect messages at any station exceed 3000 a year, the telegraph company will furnish an operator, 
who shall, without chargs, attend to railroad business. When more than one operator is 
needed, the railroad company will furnish its own. Free transportation is given material for 
use of the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis Rid. system, and a half rate on material for 
other lines. Railroad company wires are under the supervision of a superintendent, paid by 
telegraph company, and allowed one clerk, paid by telegraph company.

$905.66 per annum. Route 149,027, De Quincey to West Lake, La. ; compensation, $857.56. 

Pullman Palace Car Company : Railroad company pays Pullman Company two cents per 
mile for each mile made by sleeping-cars of the Pullman Company ,on its line, and furnishes the 
fuel for heating the cars, and the gas or oils for illuminating purposes, and all lubricating oils ; 
•and also cleans the outside of the cars and trucks. The Pullman Company receives all revenue 
earned by the cars, in addition to the mileage rate above, and, in turn, pays the salaries of Pull- 
man employees and the inside running expenses of the cars.

CONTRACTS, AGREEMENTS, ETC., AFFECTING BUSINESS. 

Wells, Fargo & Co.'s express pays a certain percentage of its gross earnings from business 
'Carried over this company's line, and guarantees to the railway company that such percentage 
.shall not be less than a fixed amount per annum. 

This company provides the cars, pays cost of maintenance of same, receives and delivers the 
United States government mails at terminal offices and delivers the mails into and takes them 
from all intermediate offices located not over eighty rods from points at which trains make 
regular stops. Compensation is based on weight of mails, speed of trains, etc., as provided 
by law. 

All telegraph lines and appliances thereto along the line of the railway company are owned 
jointly with the Western Union Telegraph Company. Cost of repairs are borne jointly by the 
two companies. The railway company has free use of the wires for its own business, pays sal- 
aries of operators, furnishes office room, light, and heat, retaining as compensation for such ex- 
penses a percentage of receipts from commercial business.

HISTORY. 

Organized April 7, 1870, by the consolidation of the Union Pacific, southern branch, char- 
tered September 20, 1865 ; the Tebo & Neosho, chartered June 18, 1870 ; the Labette & Sedalia, 
chartered May 7, 1878, and the Neosho Valley & Holden, whose road was opened in 1871. The 
St Louis & Santa Fe Rid., Holden, Mo., to Paola, Kan., chartered December 1, 187t), was pur- 
chased at a foreclosure sale April 29, 1872, and the Hannibal & Central Missouri, Hannibal to 
Moberly, 72.5 miles, chartered February 13, 1865, was purchased in 1873. 

The line from Junction City to the southern boundary of Kansas' was opened Junel, 1870; 
from Sedalia to Parsons, March 1, 1871 ; from southern boundary of Kansas to Denison, January 
1> 1873, and from Hannibal to Sedalia, September 1, 1873. 

On December 1, 1880, the road and property of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rly. Co. was 
leased to the Missouri Pacific Rly. Co., but the lease was terminated in 1888, after the appoint- 
meDt of receivers for said road and property in June, 1888, account of default in payment of 
interest. 

In 1890 the company was reorganized, without foreclosure, by unanimous consent of all 
secority holders, and the old securities retired by substitution and exchange of the new securi- 
ties described in report. 

On June 8, 1891, the receivers were discharged, and the property delivered to the Missouri^ 
Kansas & Texas Rly. Co. July 1, 1891.

Pacific railroad was the name of the original corporation incorporated by act of the legisla- 
ture of the state of Missouri, approved March 12, 1819, entitled "An act to incorporate the Pa- 
cific railroad." 

There were four subsequent amendments to this charter, as follows : 

An act to amend the act entitled "An act to incorporate the Pacific railroad," approved 
March 1,1851. 

An act supplementary to the act entitled "An act to amend the act entitled 'An act to incor- 
porate the Pacific railroad,' " approvefd February 24, 1853. 

An act entitled "An act to expedite the construction of the Pacific railroad and the Han- 
nibal & St. Joseph railroad," approved February 22,1851. 

An act for the sale of the Pacific railroad and to foreclose the state's lien thereon, and to 
amend the charter thereof by giving the state right to fix rates after ten years, approved March 
31,1888. 

The Pacific railroad was sold under foreclosure proceedings in 1876, in the suit of Geo. E. 
Ketchum et al, v. Pacific railroad et al., in the United States circuit court for the eastern district 
of Missouri. The purchasers of the road organized a corporation under the general railroad 
law of Missouri, by articles of association filed in office of the secretary of the state of Missouri 
October 21, 1876. The corporate name of this organization was Missouri Pacific Rly. Co. This 
company was one of the constituent companies in the consolidation of August 12, 1880, forming 
the present organziation. The Missouri Pacific Rly. Co.

PROPERTY OPERATED. 

The cars of the Wagner Palace Car Company are hauled over the lines of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas railroad for a distance of 154.05 miles ; part of through line between Kansas City, 
Mo., and San Antonio, Tex., a distance of 806.9 miles. Said cars, in passing through the state of ' 
Kansas, go through the counties of Wyandotte. Johnson, Linn, Miami, Anderson, Allen. Neosho, 
and Labette. Said cars are operated over the line of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas railroad for 
a distance of 79.18 miles; part of through line betweeen St. Louis, Mo., and Galveston, Tex., a 
distance of 1133.7 miles, passing throu^ the counties of Bourbon, Crawford, Neosho, and La- 
bette, in Kansas : also over the same railroad, the same distance and through the same counties ; 
part of through line between Chicago, 111., and Waco, Tex., a distance of 1043.3 miles. Said cars 
are operated over the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis railway for a distance of 114.03 miles ; 
part of through line between Kansas City, Mo., and New Orleans, LaM a distance of 939 miles, 
passing through the counties of Wyandotte, Johnson, Miami, Linn, Bourbon, and Crawford; 
also over the same railway, a distance of lb7.53 miles ; part of throi:^h line between Kansas Cit^ 
and Joplin, Mo., a distance of 193.3 miles, through the counties of Wyandotte, Johnson, Miami, 
Linn, Bourbon, Crawford, and Cherokee. 

Of the total number of cars required in the conduct of the business between Chicago, 111., 
St. Louis and Kansas City, Mo., on the east and north, and San Antonio, Galveston, and Waco, 
Tex.. New Orleans, La., and Joplin, Mo., on the south and west, the proportion of the whole 
number required for the business done in the state of Kansas is something over one and less 
than two cars.

DECISIONS AND OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE 

BEFORE THE BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS 

OF THE STATE OF KANSAS. 



Fred Barton, Trustee, et aL, Complainants, 

Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co., Re8X>ondent, 

No. 1594. 

This was an application filed January 24, 1898, by Fred Barton, trustee, and 
others, praying for the establishment of a station and switch facilities at a point 
on the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific railroad between Belleville and Cuba, in 
Republic county, Kansas. Respondent railway company filed its answer Febru- 
ary 8, 1898, denying that there was any good reason for the establishment of a 
station at that point. The case was set for formal hearing at Belleville, in said 
county, for April 6, 1898. The Board attended at Belleville on said day, and a 
number of witnesses were examined; complainants being represented by Mr. 
Vannata, and the respondent railway company by Mr. W. F. Evans. 

It was developed at this hearing that the point where it was sought to have the 
station established was about five miles from Belleville, and three and eight-tenths 
miles from Cuba, both being stations on the respondent's line of railroad. Mun- 
den, a station on the northern branch of respondent's road lies about seven miles 
Dorth ; Wayne, a station on the Burlington & Missouri River road, is nine miles 
to the south, so that a number of the petitioners are at present as well accommo- 
dated with railroad facilities as they woi>ld be with the establishment of this 
station. Indeed, several of the petitioners live nearer existing points than to the 
proposed station. The testimony showed that the wagon roads leading to Cuba 
were fairly level and in good condition, as was also the road to Munden, on the 
north. 

The chief ground for complaint seemed to be that the roads to Belleville from 
points to the southeast were rough, broken, and hilly. It was urged by the pe- 
titioners that better prices are paid for farm produce at Belleville than at Cuba, 
but there was no evidence to show that prices at the proposed station would be 
equal to those at Belleville,. if it were established. 

It was developed at this hearing that the petitioners would, for the present, 
be satisfied with the construction of a switch, should the Board see fit to make 
such recommendation ; and owing to the topography of the country, the point 
in question seemed to be the only place where a switch could be located without 
very great expense. This point, however, is on the top of a ridge, with heavy down 
grades both to the east and west, the level at the top being probably not more 
than five or six hundred feet. 

Subsequent testimony of a civil engineer before the Board showed that it 
would be necessary to make a cut of considerable depth in order to locate a 
switch at this point, if the same were as much as 700 or 800 feet in length ; and 
to be of practical service in side-tracking cars from long trains, the switch should

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really be about a thousand feet in length. Of course the top of this elevation 
could be scraped down, but this would involve more expense to the company 
than the Board would feel justified in ordering, taking into consideration the 
amount of business likely to be t)ransacted at the station. 

Again, the location of a switch, to be advantageous to the community, would 
necessitate the putting in of scales for the weighing of farm produce. Scales 
would require a weigher, and office, and the ultimate establishment of a fully 
equipped station. 

It is, therefore, the opinion of the Board that the facts do not warrant the 
order asked for, and the petition is denied. By Order of the Board.

UNREASONABLE AND EXTORTIONATE RATES. 
The Board of Charities of the State of Kansas, Complainant, 
The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co., Respondent, 

This is a complaint made by the state board of charities against the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co., alleging that said railway company charges the 
complainant for the transportation of coal from the city of Topeka to the state 
reform school and the state insane asylum unjust, unreasonable and extortionate 
rates. 

The complaint recites that for a period of about ten years the uniform rate 
for transportation of coal from the respondent's station to the reform school was 
three dollars per car, and from said station to the insane asylum four dollars per 
car, which was paid by complainant and accepted by respondent as full compensa- 
tion for the services rendered, until the 1st day of October, 1897, when respondent 
railway company changed and increased the rate from its said station in the city 
of Topeka to the said reform school and said insane asylum from three dollars and 
four dollars per car, respectively, to three cents per hundred pounds, which is 
more than three times the price heretofore charged and paid. ** Wherefore, pe- 
titioner prays that this Board investigate the matter and fix such a rate as they 
believe to be reasonable for the service performed." 

The respondent railway company answers to the above complaint, and states 
that '* the charge of three cents per hundred pounds on said shipments of coal 
from its station in Topeka to the said institutions above referred to is not unjust, 
unreasonable, or extortionate,? and states that ** the fact that it has heretofore, and 
for a long time, performed this service at an unreasonably low rate does not seem 
to afford any good reason why it should continue to do so." 

The case was set for hearing before this Board on the 25th day of January, 
1898, at which time, upon motion of respondent, it was continued until the 27th 
day of January, at 10 o'clock a. m. 

And now, on this 27th day of January, 1898, all parties being present, this 
case came on for hearing and final determination. 

It seems, from all the evidence before this Board, that in the year 1887 the 
state and said railway company, which was then known as the Chicago, Kansas 
& Nebraska Railway Company, entered into an agreement by which a spur was 
built on the main line of said railway company's road, beginning at a point about 
one-half mile north of the state insane asylum, and terminating at said institution. 
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It appears that, under the terms of this agreement, the grading of said spur was 
done by the state, and the ties and rails were supplied and laid by said railway 
company. When the spur was ready for operation the road fixed the price for 
which it would move the coal from its station in Topeka to said insane asylum at 
four dollars per car. The Board is unable to learn that there was any agreement 
between the state and the company as to this rate, but believes, from the evidence 
at hand, that the road voluntarily, and without conditions, fixed the rate ; which 
rate continued and was in force from that time to the 1st of October, 1897. But 
on or about the 1st day of October, 1897, the said railway company put in a new 
schedule of rates, charging three cents per hundred pounds ^or the same service ; 
which would amount, on an average, to about fourteen dollars per car, an advance 
of about 250 per cent, on the former rate. 

Similar conditions to those recited with reference to the insane asylum have 
existed in relation to the transportatiop of coal to the state reform school, except 
that the price for said service was three dollars per car ; a spur having been con- 
structed from a point on respondent's St. Joe branch running to within abbut 
sixty rods of said institution. The information before this Board does not 
disclose the fact as to whether or not the state had anything to do with the 
construction of this spur. As to the service performed by respondent railway 
company, it appears that it hauled the coal from its station to the insane asylum, 
a distance of from three and a half to four miles. The books of the insane asy- 
lum disclose the fact that during the month of December, 1897, said respondent 
company hauled twenty-six cars of coal ; that on the 7th day of said month it 
hauled four cars, on the 12th seven cars, on the 19th six cars^ and on the 26th 
nine cars, making four trips during the month of December, or an average of six 
and a half cars to the trip ; which would give the company, at the old rate of 
four dollars per car, twenty-six dollars per trip. It will be observed from these 
dates that these shipments were made on Sunday, except the first one, which 
was made on Tuesday, upon special request of the asylum officials. It is fair to 
presume that the company selected this day to make these shipments for the 
reason that the switching crew doing the general business in the yards performed 
this service, and found it more convenient to do the work upon this day than 
upon any other day of the week. It is also fair to presume that the business 
done in December was a fair average of that i>erformed during the winter months. 

As before stated, this business has been done by the switching crew occupied 
most of the time in the general business of the company at its yards in Topeka. 
There has been no extra outlay for the engine or hired help in the performance 
of the service. The company would have to keep the engine and the same crew 
whether they performed this service or not. And it will be further observed, that 
most of this business was done on the company's track occupied in the general 
business of the road, and that the company is out nothing for the construction of 
track, except for this short spur, which is about half a mile in length, and the 
services are of such a nature that the maintenance of this spur is practically nom- 
inal ; so that all the company is out in the performance of this service is the actual 
time occupied by this crew, which is evidently performed at a time when it does not 
conflict with the regular work of the yards. The Board is of opinion that.the time 
necessarily consumed in the making of any one trip would not exceed one hour 
and a half to either of these institutions. 

The Board finds that the insane asylum, during the winter months, uses from 
one to one and a half cars of coal per day ; that they have a bin capacity at said 
institution for ten cars ; hence it appears that, under ordinary circumstances, it 
is not necessary to make more than one trip per week to that institution. 
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The Board also finds that they use about three cars of coal per week at the 
reform school, aud that they have a track capacity at that iustitution for five 
cars. It would seem, therefore, that it is only necessary to make one trip to each of 
the said institutions per week, the trip occupying about one and a half hours, the 
switch crew being composed of three men, using one engine ; and for this service 
the company has been receiving about thirty-eight dollars per week. 

In view of all these facts, and the further fact that this service has continued 
uninterruptedly for a period of ten years to the insane asylum, and several years 
to the reform school, the Board is of opinion, and decides, that a rate of four 
dollars per car to the insane asylum and three dollars per car to the reform 
school is a reasonable compensation for the service performed. An order will be 
made accordingly. By Order of the Board. 



The Board of Charities of the State of Kansas, Complainant, 
The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co., Respondent, 

This matter coming on this 27th day of January, 1898, to be heard, upon the 
complaint and the answer of the respondent railway company, and evidence in- 
troduced, the complainant appeared by L. C. Boyle, attorney-general, and the 
respondent by W. F. Evans, its attorney. 

The Board, after hearing the testimony, and being fully advised in the prem- 
ises, doth find that the charge or price made and demanded by said Chicago, 
Bock Island & Pacific Railway Company, of three cents per hundred pounds, 
amounting to from thirteen dollars to sixteen dollars per car, is an unreasonable 
price for the switching and hauling of coal from the point in the city of Topeka 
at which the Union Pacific Railway Company delivers to it the same to the To- 
peka insane asylum and the Topeka reform school ; and that the price of four 
dollars per car for hauling and switching coal by the Chicago, Rock Island &. Pa- 
cific Railway Company, from the point at which the same is delivered to it by the 
Union Pacific Railway Company, to the Topeka insane asylum, is a just and rea- 
sonable price therefor, and that a charge or price of three dollars per car for 
hauling and switching coal by the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, from the point in the city of Topeka at which the same is delivered to it by 
the Union Pacific Railway Company, to the Topeka reform school, is a just and 
reasonable charge and price therefor ; and the secretary of this Board is directed 
to make a certificate, under the seal of the Board, setting forth the finding herein 
made, and deliver the same to the said board of charities.

A. B. Dotson, Trustee, Complainant, 

St. Louis & San Francisco Rid. Co., Respondent. 

This is a complaint made by A. B. Dotson, trustee of Newark tibwnship, Wil- 
son county, Kansas, against the St. Louis & San Francisco Railway Company. 
The complainant alleges that at the time said railroad was constructed in and 
through the said Newark township the county of Wilson voted bonds in the sum

of $100,000 to aid in the construction of said road, upon a submitted proposition 
that the road would establish and maintain a station upon its line within the 
bounds of Newark township ; that said station was established and maintained 
by said company in accordance with said proposition, at Brooks, until the 3d day 
of September, 1897, when the depot building at the station of Brooks was taken 
down and removed by the railroad company, leaving the people at Brooks and in 
the vicinity thereof without depot facilities. The complainant prays the Board for 
an order directing the railroad company to restore said depot, for the convenience 
of the public and the patrons of the road. 

In answer to this complaint, the railroad company alleges that the volume of 
business transacted at the station of Brooks was insufficient' to warrant it in 
maintaining a depot building at that point. It admits that it does not have a 
large building at Brooks, but avers that it does have at said point a station, ticket 
agent, and facilities to transact the business connected with the operation of the 
road. 

The case came on to be heard upon its merits at Neodesha, in Wilson county, 
on January 18, 1898; the complainant being present in person and by his counsel, 
Mr. J. K. De Moss ; and the respondent railway company being represented by 
its attorney, Mr. D. E. Palmer. Each party introduced evidence and rested his 
case, submitting it to the decision of the Board upon briefs without argument. 

The Board finds from the evidence that in the year 1892 the railroad company 
neglected and refused to keep an agent at Brooks, and that Mr. S. N. Z. Long, 
then the trustee of Newark township, complained to this Commission, praying 
that^the railroad company be required to keep a station agent at that point. To 
this former complaint the railroad company answered by averring that the re- 
C3ipt3 of said station had not averaged, in the five years previojus thereto, $600 
per annum. Upon the hearing of that complaint, a former Board directed the 
railroad company to restore an agent at the station of Brooks, and said order was 
obeyed. 

The Commission further finds from the evidence offered at Neodesha, that 
the total receipts from the sale of tickets, forwarding and receiving freight, for 
the year 1897, was $6527.55, and that, exclusive of large shipments of gas pipe 
which occurred in the months of October and November, the receipts from the 
above sources were $1220.61 for the ten first months of the year, this being more 
than double the amount of receipts alleged to have been the annual income at 
the station of Brooks for the five years preceding 1892. 

The Board further finds, that Brooks at the present time is entirely without 
depot facilities of any kind, and that the respondent railroad company owns no 
depot building at said point. From the evidence it is clearly apparent that the 
cost of maintaining proper depot, station and agency facilities would be very 
small ; that there is a fertile and thickly populated territory adjacent to Brooks, 
and that said point is not contiguous to any other line of railroad ; that the 
public necessities of the community afifected demand that a proper depot be 
erected and maintained by the respondent railroad company. 

It is therefore ordered and adjudged, that the respondent railroad com- 
pany be and is hereby directed to erect and maintain at Brooks, Newark town- 
ship, Wilson county, Kansas, a depot, building, for the accommodation of the 
public and patrons of the road, and have the same ready for the transaction of 
business on or before May 1, a. d. 1898. By Order of the Board.

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GATE CROSSING AT PITTSBURG.

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TELEGRAPH FACILITIES AT STRAWN, KAN.

This was an application filed by James Jacobs and 120 others, asking the 
Board to require the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company to establish 
telefi^aphic facilities at the station of Strawn, on the line of its road in Coffey 
county, Kansas. A short time afterwards a remonstrance, signed by F. M. New- 
kirk and sixty- two others, residents in the vicinity of Strawn, was received, praying 
the Board to reject the application, and subsequently a voluminous corespondence 
was had with the petitioners and others, for and against the establishment of 
said telegraph station. 

The Board fixed Tuesday, May 3, at Strawn, as the time and place for hearing 
the matters in controversy, all parties therein interested being duly notified. 
And on said.date this cause came on for hearing, all parties being represented, 
and a large volume of testimony was introduced by complainants, the greater 
part of which was irrelevant and immaterial to the material question before the 
Board. Some of the witnesses testified that they had been somewhat incon- 
venienced in getting cars for shipments on account of the lack of telegraph facili- 
ties ; others, that their trouble had not been inability to get cars so much as the 
inconvenience of being unable to communicate with their commission firms in 
Kansas City and elsewhere. 

The information before the Board shows Strawn to be a village of some forty 
or fifty inhabitants, and is located six miles southeast of Hartford, and eight 
miles northeast of Burlington, the county-seat of Coflfey county, both of which, 
are located on respondent's line of road, and possess telegraph facilities. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company and the Western Unioi>. 
Telegraph Company are two separate and distinct corporations. The railways 
company has a contract with the telegraph company for the use of its lines ix> 
transact railway company business, and it is not entirely clear to the Board that 
it has power, under the law, to compel the railway company to furnish telegraph 
facilities for commercial purposes ; and it appears to the Board that the volume 
of business transacted at the station of Strawn is not sufficient to justify an order 
requiring th& respondent railway Company to establish and maintain a telegraph 
office at that point. 

In view of all the facts, the Board feels that the application must, for the 
present, be denied. By Order of the Board.

TRAIN SERVICE BETWEEN PLAINVILLE AND SALINA. 
Mayor and Council, City of Lincoln Center, et aL, Complainants, 

The Union Pacific Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1604. 

This complaint was filed in this office May 6, 1898. Complainants set out that 
Lincoln county voted $120,000 in bonds to aid in the construction of this line of 
railroad, with the express understanding that the respondent company would 
furnish both passenger- and freight-train service. They state that, under the 
present arrangement of trains, a mixed train leaves Salina in the morning, and is 
scheduled to arrive at Lincoln Center at 12:10 p. m., but is rarely on time, being 
from one-half hour to two hours late ; and that they have no other service for 
mail and passenger business than that furnished by this mixed train, which does 
not afford such passenger, mail and express service as the business of their city 
and county requires. They assert that the amount of business upon this branch 
of the road from that county, and from all parts of the line, as they believe, is 
sufficient to justify the company in putting on an exclusive passenger and mail 
train. They also state that under the present arrangement people do not travel 
on this road unless compelled to do so ; a great many driving to other points on 
other lines to get the passenger accommodations they are reasonably and right- 
fully entitled to on this line. 

Petitions were filed in support of the foregoing complaint from the following 
towns : Salina, Tescott, Sylvan Grove, Lucas, Luray, Waldo, Paradise, Plainville, 
Bogue, Hoxie, and Menlo. 

The matter, was duly taken up with the respondent railway company. They 
replied to this complaint and petitions, stating that the business of the road was 
not sufficient to justify them in running an exclusive passenger and mail train. 
The Board fixed July 26 as the date upon which to go over this line of road and 
make an investigation of the matter in controversy. Complainants and respond- 
ents were duly notified, and on the morning of the day fixed the Board, together 
with the officers of respondent company, left Salina, stopping at each of the points 
mentioned as having filed petitions, and hearing oral arguments in favor of and 
tending to show the public necessity for this extra train service. 

The question involved in this complaint and these petitions has been before 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners on three previous occasions, and disposed 
of in the following manner : 

On May 27, 1891, the then Board, after full investigation, made an order that 
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the respondent railway company put on and operate a passenger train between 
Salina and Plainville ; said order to take effect on or before Sunday, June 14, 
1891. The records of this office show that the railway company obeyed this order 
for a time, but afterwards discontinued the passenger train, leaving the service 
as before. Whereupon complainants again made application to the Board for an 
enforcement of the order of May 27, 1891. In response to this application, the 
Board respectfully referred complainants to the law as defined and construed by 
the supreme court of the state in the case of The State vs. The Union Pacific 
Railway Company, in the matter of repairs on the Kansas Central railway, 
wherein the court held, **that in the matter of the physical condition and train, 
service of a railroad the Commissioners' orders are advisory only, by reason of 
there being no statutory provision for enforcing them." The case was allowed to 
rest in this condition until October 13, 1893, when the then Board of Bailroad 
Commissioners, in response to an application, and after full investigation, made 
a finding that the people along this line of road could be reasonably well accom- 
modated by changing the time of leaving Salina and Oakley of the mixed train 
which was already in operation. The records of this office do not show whether 
or not this recommendation was obeyed. 

The Board, after a thorough investigation of this case, is of opinion : 

First, That the people along this line of road subscribed aid to its construc- 
tion with the understanding they were to have the usual railway facilities, which 
would, as a matter of course, embrace both passenger and freight service. 

Second, That the present passenger and mail service is so unsatisfactory as 
to be practically worthless ; the only train in operation being a mixed train doing 
freight, express, mail and passenger business ; and as the freight business from 
Plainville east is of large volume, necessarily taking up the time of the train in 
switching, loading, and unloading, there is practically no regularity as to the ar- 
rival or departure of this train at or from the different points along the line, tlie 
evidence going to show that in many instances it is from one to six hours late ; 
that its uncertainty as to time forces people desiring to go east or west to drive to 
stations on other lines of road north or south, and there take the train for their 
respective destinations. This seems to be almost a daily occurrence from some of 
the points along the road, working a great hardship to these people, and seriously 
interfering with the conduct of their business. If possible, these people should 
be given ordinary passenger accommodations. 

Third, This Board is satisfied that reasonable passenger and mail service 
cannot be furnished by a mixed train, owing to the fact that the volume of freight 
business is such that no train performing this service can, at the same time, 
afford adequate or satisfactory passenger or mail accommodations and facilities. 
The Board is of opinion that the remedy lies only in respondent company 
putting on a separate passenger train, to be operated in such manner and on 
such time as to make the best connections with the passenger trains on its main 
line at Salina. 

The respondent company, in its answer, has submitted evidence to show that 
receipts from passenger business are not sufficient to maintain a separate pas- 
senger train. The Board is of opinion that this statement may be true for the 
present at least, when applied to the entire line, owing to the sparsely settled 
condition of the western half of the country contiguous to this line, and, owing 
to the fact that the company would be compelled to furnish two separate trains 
for passenger service for the entire line, one not being able to make the round 
trip within twenty-four hours. But the Board believes that a passenger train 
running between Salina and Plainville, doing passenger, mail and express busi- 
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ness, may be operated so as to make a reasonable return for the service per- 
formed. This proposition is supported by the claim of the officials of the railway 
company, that a very large percentage of the business done on this line is done 
east of and including the city of Plainville. 

The Board therefore concludes, for the reasons set forth, that it would not be 
practicable at the present time to operate a passenger train over the entire line, 
but that it is practicable to operate said train between the cities of Plainville 
and Salina. 

It is therefore recommended by this Board that a separate passenger and mail 
train be put in operation on this line, to run daily each way between Plainville 
and Salina, leaving Plainville in the morning, so as to connect with the east- 
bound passenger train on respondent's main line at Salina; returning, leaving 
Salina for Plainville and intermediate points, in the evening, after the arrival of 
the westbound passenger train on said main line from Kansas City. This recom- 
mendation to take effect on or before September 1, a. d. 1898.

HIGHWAY CROSSING AT PLAINVILLE.

The Board recommends that a suitable crossing be put in east of the depot 
at !plainville, at a point to be designated by complainants, and that said crossing 
now in use, some two blocks west of the depot, be so improved as to meet the 
reasonable demands of the public. By Order of the Board.

STOCK- YARD FACILITIES AT LURAY. 

In the matter of the application of J. W. Samson et al, vs. The Union Pacific 
Rly. Co., asking for better stock-yard facilities at Luray. 

No. 1616. 

The Board finds upon investigation that the respondent company has already 
erected stock-yards at Luray, and that the inconvenience and annoyance to the 
shippers arise more from the want of a sufficient number of pens to enable them 
to divide their stock into separate grades before shipment than for a want of 
sufficient stock-yard capacity. 

The Board recommends, therefore, that partition fences be constructed, divid- 
ing these i)ens already built into more departments, so as to enable the shipper 
to properly separate or grade his stock before loading for shipment, and such 
other improvements as would meet the reasonable demands of the shipper.

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INTERLOCKING DEVICE AT COURTLAND. 

Id the matter of the application of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Riy. Co. and 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly . Co. for the approval of this Board of 
an interlockingf device at Courtland, Kan., where the roads of these companies 
cross each other. 

The Board has inspected the plats by which this plant was constructed, and 
being advised that it is satisfactory to both companies interested, and being satis- 
fied that it is sufficient for the purposes intended, does hereby approve the same, 
and permission is granted to the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fo Rly. Co. and the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co. to pass their engines and trains over this 
crossing without stopping, as contemplated. By Order of the Board.

. EXCESSIVE FREIGHT RATES. 
J. J. Henmon, Trustee, Complainant , 

Union Pacific Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1583. 

This complaint was filed November 9, 1897, alleging that the rates charged by 
respondent railway company for transporting all kinds of freight from Lindsborg, 
Kan., to Salina, Kan., were unjust, unreasonable, and extortionate. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent railway company, and its an- 
swer filed November 30, denying in toto all the allegations made by com- 
plainant. A date for hearing the above cause was fixed for January 4, at 
Lindsborg, at which hearing complainant was represented by Charles Ferm, 
and respondent by A. L. Williams, its general attorney, and H. G. Kaill, general 
freight agent. Testimony submitted by complainant having closed, the Board 
adjourned to meet at its office in the city of Topeka, January 12, 1898. On the 
above date the hearing was resumed, and testimony submitted by respondent 
company tending to show that the rates charged between Lindsborg and Salina 
were not unreasonable, unjust, or extortionate. 

At the conclusion of this hearing, Mr. Ferm, appearing for complainant, re- 
quested in writing that the Board hold the decision of the case in abeyance until 
they were further notified by him. 

No such notification has been received up to the date of compiling this report, 
and the case is still pending for decision. 



STATION FACILITIES. 

S. S. Moore, Trustee Norwood township. Complainant, 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1591. 

Complainant filed his petition December 30, 1897, complaining that the pub- 
lic necessities at Norwood, Kan., were such as to require depot and other station 
facilities at that point, and asked the Board to investigate, and make such an 
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order as seemed just in the premises. A copy of said petition was on January 6, 
forwarded to respondent company; and said company, after having made in- 
vestigation of the matter complained of, on February 21 notified the Board that 
the depot and other facilities prayed for would be established. Complainant was 
so advised, and on June 18 complainant notified the Board that respondent com- 
pany had established the accommodations asked for in a manner satisfactory to 
those interested. 

The case is therefore dismissed. By Order of the Board. 



DISCRIMINATION AND UNREASONABLE RATES. 

Mayor and Council of the City of Winfield, Complainants, 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co., Respondent. 

No. 1587. 

This complaint was filed December 12, 1897, alleging that the respondent rail- 
way company charged unreasonable and discriminative rates on merchandise 
from the city of Winfield to Perry, Oklahoma points, and Galveston, Tex. 

This, being an interstate shipment, did not come within the jurisdiction of 
this Board ; but the matter was taken up with the respondent company, in a let- 
tar calling its attention to the matter. To this the company replied that the 
rates would be adjusted in a manner just and satisfactory to complainants. 

Nothing further having been heard from complainants, the Board presumes 
that the rates were satisfactorily adjusted, and the caee is dismissed.

PRIVATE ROAD CROSSING.

vs. 
The Missouri Pacific Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No, 1589. 

Petition was filed December 13, 1897, by W. H. Means, of Neal, Kan., praying 
that this Board compel the respondent railway company to put in a private cross- 
ing over its road in front of his (complainant's) house. 

The respondent railway company was notified, and, after a full investigation 
of the conditions involved, the Board found that the crossing asked for, if granted, 
would be dangerous to both life and property, and the petition was denied. Case 
dismissed. By Order of the Board. 



EXCESSIVE COAL RATES. 

Mayor and Council of the City of Wichita, Complainants, 

vs. 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co. et al.. Respondents, 

This complaint was filed December 22, 1897, alleging that the rates on coal 
charged by respondent railway companies from northeastern, eastern and south- 
eastern coal-mines in Kansas to the city of Wichita were unjust, unreasonable^ 
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and extortionate ; and on January 21, 1898, the mayor and council of the city 
of Fredonia filed similar complaint against the Atchison, Toi)eka & Santa Fe 
Rly, Co.; .on January 24, 1898, the mayor and council of the city of Emporia 
filed similar cbmplaint against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co. and 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rly. Co.; on January 27, 1898, the mayor and 
council of the city of Salina filed complaint against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
FeRly. Co. et al,, asking that an order made by a former Board of Railroad 
Commissioners reducing coal rates to said city be enforced; and on February 
25, 1898, the mayor and council of the city of Osage City, against the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co. and the Missouri Pacific Rly. Co., filed complaint, 
alleging that the respondent railway companies' rates on coal from the city of 
Osage City to points on respondents' lines of road in Kansas were unjust, un- 
reasonable, extortionate, and discriminative. 

In the matter of the complaint from the city of Wichita, the. Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Rly. Co. filed a motion asking that the complainant be required to 
naake complaint more definite and certain. For hearing this motion the Board 
fixed January 18 ; the place of hearing being the office of the Commission in 
Topeka. On the day fixed the respondent railway companies were represented 
as follows: Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co, by Mr. A. A. Hurd, its gen- 
eral attorney ; Missouri Pacific Rly. Co. by Mr. A. H. Horton, its attorney ; 
and the St. Louis & San Francisco Rly. Co. by Mr. Hamilton, attorney for said 
company. Complainant was represented by Mr. G. W. Adams, city attorney. 
Arguments were heard for and against said motion, and after due deliberation, 
the motion was, by the Board overruled, and respondents given until January 
25 to file answers to complaint. Answers from the several respondent compa- 
nies were filed within the time specified, denying that the rates charged on coal 
to said city were unjust, unreasonable, or extortionate. Whereupon the Board 
fixed February 17, at ten o'clock a. m., at the council chamber in the city of 
Wichita, as the time and place for hearing the above complaint. 

February 12, on the joint application of complainants and respondents, the 
case was continued until March 1, upon which date the case came on for hear- 
ing, complainants and respondents being represented as above, except that J. H. 
Richards, general attorney for the Missouri Pacific Rly. Co., appeared on behalf 
of that company, instead of A. H. Horton. The testimony of complainants hav- 
ing been submitted, adjournment was taken till March 15, at ten o'clock a. m., at 
the office of the Board in the city of Topeka. March 15 the above cause was 
continued till April 19, and was further continued until June 7 ; and again, on 
application of complainants, was further continued until June 21 ; all parties in- 
terested having in view, as the object of these last continuances, the consolidation 
of all the complaints from all the cities above mentioned. 

On June 21, at the instance and request of the several cities complaining, L. 
C. Boyle, attorney-general, and the city attorneys of said cities appeared to 
prosecute the complaints before the Board ; and, by agreement, of the parties in- 
terested, all of the above cases were consolidated, and entitled The Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the City of Wichita et al. v. The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co. 
et aL, and came on for hearing on the said 21st day of June, at two o'clock p. m. 
Witnesses were sworn and testimony taken on behalf of the complainants until 
six o'clock, when adjournment was taken until nine o'clock a. m. the following 
day, at which time the hearing was resumed and taking of testimony continued 
until eleven o'clock, when complainants rested their case. Complainants' testi- 
mony being concluded, defendants made application for a continuance of the case 
until July 13, to enable them to prepare their defense. Reasonable grounds being 
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shown that such continuance should be made, the application was granted, and. 
further hearing postponed till said day at two o^clock p. m. 

On June 29, a compromise agreement having been entered into between the 
mayor and council of the city of Emporia and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Kly. Co., said complainant city and respondent company appeared before the 
Board and asked that complaint, in so far as it affected said complainant city and 
said respondent company, be dismissed, which application was then and there 
granted. July 11 complainants asked that the case be continued till July 22, at 
two p. M., which continuance was granted. July 11 the mayor and council of the 
city of Emporia appeared before the Board, by its attorney, and asked that the 
case of said city against the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Bly. Co. be dismissed, a 
satisfactory settlement having been made. This application was also granted. 

July 22 complainants and respondents appeared before the Board and asked 
that all the cases be dismissed, with the exception of the case of the Mayor and 
Council of the City of Osage City vs. the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co. 
€t al,, stating that they had compromised and settled all the cases comprised in 
the various cases before the Board under the above title, with the exception 
above mentioned. Stipulations asking for the dismissal of said cases were filed, 
and cases dismissed. The case of the complaint of the Mayor and Council of 
Osage City was then called, and by agreement continued to September 6, at 
two p. M., at the office of the Board. On July 30 a stipulation for the dismissal 
of the said Osage City case was filed by complainants and respondents. And 
thus ended what was known as *'the coal-rate cases." 

The effect of these hearings and investigations was to secure a reduction in 
coal rates from the southeastern and Osage City coal fields ranging from a nom- 
inal sum to forty cents per ton, and extending to more than 350 different shipping 
stations within the state. 



TELEGRAPH FACILITIES. 

Citizens of Andover, Kan., Complainants, 

vs. 
St. Louis & San Francisco Rid. Co., Respondents. 

No. 1595.

This complaint was filed January 24, 1898, setting forth that the services of a 
telegraph operator were necessary to facilitate business at the town of Andover, 
on respondent's line of road. The matter was, by the Board, referred to the 
respondent railroad company for consideration and answer, and on March 5 re- 
spondent answered denying that the company was doing a commercial telegraph 
business, and stating that it should not therefore be required to establish tele- 
graph facilities a*t this point. A copy of this answer was, on the 8th day of 
March, forwarded to complainants, and no answer being received, on the 29th of 
March a letter was addressed to complainants asking if they desired the case to 
be further investigated. 

No reply to this letter was received, and the Board presuming that complain- 
ants did not desire to press the matter further, the case was dismissed for want 
of prosecution. 
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DEPOT FACILITIES.

Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1597. 

Complaint was filed by Harry King, as trustee, February 1, 1898, alleging 
that the depot facilities at Zarah, Kan., were insufficient for the accommodation 
of the public, and asking that the Board make an investigation and such order 
as would seem right and just in the premises. Notification and copy of the com- 
plaint was sent respondent company, and on February 15 respondent made 
answer, stating that, after a full investigation of the matter, it had decided to en- 
large its depot facilities at Zarah, and have an agent placed therein. 

The desire of complainant having therefore been complied with, the case was 
dismissed. 



TELEGRAPH FACILITIES. 

Nunn & Kirby et aL, Complainants, 

vs. 
Missouri Pacific Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1598. 

Complainants filed their petition February 18, 1898, alleging that the respond- 
ent railway company had removed its telegraph instruments from its station at 
Anson, greatly to the detriment of its patrons, and requesting this Board to make 
investigation and cause respondent company to reestablish telegraph facilities at 
the above point. Copy of complaint was forwarded respondent company, and, 
pending their answer, on March 2 Mr. S. C. Bishop, trustee of the township in 
which Anson is located, and twenty- six other citizens, filed a protest against re- 
quiring respondent company to establish telegraph facilities at Anson. On March 
3 respondent company answered, stating that business at Anson would not justify 
maintaining telegraph facilities as prayed for. 

Copies of the above papers were forwarded complainants, and no further com- 
munication having been received in reference to the matter the case was dismissed. 



DISCRIMINATION IN RATES.

No. 1601. 

This complaint, filed March 10, 1898, charged that respondent railway com- 
paoy had discriminated against complainant in the shipment of produce from 
Mound City and Madison, Kan., to Pleasanton, Kan., and asked that the Board 
investigate cause of complaint. The matter was at once taken up with respondent 
railway company, which replied March 14, acknowledging receipt of complaint, 
and stating that it would answer in full in the near future. April 15, complain- 
ant notified the Board that his grievance had been satisfactorily ad justed by said 
company, and desiring, therefore, to withdraw his complaint. 

Permission to withdraw was granted, and the case stricken from docket. 
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Arthur Gibbs, Trustee, Complainant,

Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1605. 

Petition was filed May 12, 1898, asking that respondent company be required 
to establish telegraph facilities at the town of Selma, Kan. June 18 respondent 
company answered that it would reopen said station. 

Complainant was notified, and no further proceedings being had in the mat- 
ter, the case was dismissed. 



TELEGRAPH FACILITIES. 

J. C. Hester, Trustee, Complainant, 

Missouri Pacific Rly. Co., Respondent. 

No. 1606. 

Petition was filed May 16, 1898, praying that respondent be required to estab- 
lish a telegraph office at the town of Jefferson, Montgomery county, Kansas. 
May 25 respondent company answered, stating, in substance, that the business 
at said station would not justify the establishment of the facilities prayed for. 
Copy of this answer was forwarded complainant, with the request that he state 
whether or not he desired a formal investigation. 

No reply having been received from complainant, case was dismissed for want 
of prosecution. 



EXCESSIVE FREIGHT RATES. 

Mayor and Council of Syracuse, Complainants, 

vs. 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. C^o., Respondent. 

No. 1607. 

Complaint in this case was filed May 21, 1898, alleging that the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co. charged excessive rates to and from the city of Syra- 
cuse, asking that the Board investigate the matter, and make such an order as 
to them would seem just to both complainants and respondents. 

After the usual preliminaries, the Board fixed September 9, at two p. m., as 
the time, and the office of the Commission as the place, for holding an investiga- 
tion of the above complaint. All parties were duly notified. 

Now, on this, the 9th day of September, comes the mayor, complainant in the 
above cause, and asks that same be dismissed, stating as the reason therefor that 
satisfactory arrangements had been made with the respondent company. 

The case was therefore dismissed. 
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TELEGRAPH FACILITIES AT COLLYER.

The Union Pacific Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1618. 

This complaint was filed October 14, 1898, asking that the respondent com- 
pany be required to establish and maintain telegraph facilities at the town of 
Collyer, in Trego county, Kansas. 

A copy of this complaint was forwarded to the general superintendent of the 
respondent railway company, and after full and complete investigation the Board 
advised that public necessities of the above town were not such as to require an 
order placing a telegraph operator at said town. 

Case dismissed. 



EXCESSIVE MINIMUM WEIGHTS ON GRAIN (car-loads). 

E. J. Smiley, Secretary State Grain Dealers' Association, Complainant, 

vs, 
Missouri Pacific Rly. Co. et aL, Respondents. 

No. 1608. 

This complaint was filed May 23, 1898, alleging that the respondent railway 
companies operating in this state had increased the marked capacity and mini- 
mum weights on a large number of their grain cars, resulting in the inability of 
shippers of grain in this state to load to the prescribed minimum without sub- 
jecting them to heavy loss by reason of the incapacity of the car to contain the 
prescribed minimum. 

The matter was promptly taken up with all the railway companies doing 
busiress within this state, and on May 25 the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Rly. C6. made answer to the efifect that it would reduce the prescribed minimum 
on its grain cars, which was satisfactory to the complainants so far as the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Rly. Co. was concerned. On June 6 the Union 
Pacific Rly. Co. answered that the allegations contained in complaint did not 
apply to the Union Pacific Rly. Co., as they had not increased the prescribed 
minimum of their grain cars. On June 18 the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Rly. Co. answered, reporting such adjustment as was satisfactory to the com- 
plainants. 

All the respondent companies in the above cause having satisfactorily ad- 
justed the matter, the case was dismissed. 



INSUFFICIENT DRAINAGE. 

J. H. Butler, Complainant, 

vs. 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1619. 

This complaint was filed May 6, 1898, charging that where the respondent's 
railroad crossed complainant's farm said company had constructed a fill without 
establishing sufficient drainage to permit the water to pass through, thereby 
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causing it to dam up and overflow considerable of complainant's land, and he 
asked the Board to investigate the matter and make such order as would seem 
just in the premises. 

Commissioner L. D. Lewelling visited the spot upon said complainant's farm 
complained of, in company with respondent's engineer, and a satisfactory adjust- 
ment was effected. 

The case was therefore dismissed. 



INSUFFICIENT DRAINAGE.

No. 1620. 

This petition was filed July 20, 1898, asking the respondent company be 
required to drain a pond one mile east of Melvern, Coffey county, Kansas, said 
pond being the result of a fill constructed by respondent company. A copy of 
this petition was forwarded to the respondent company, and on September 17 it 
made answer that it would drain said pond. 

Complainant duly notified and case dismissed. 



DEMURRAGE CHARGES.

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1621. 

Complainants filed their complaint on July 20, 1898, alleging that the re- 
spondent company had exacted excessive demurrage charges on three cars of 
iron. The matter was taken up with respondent company, and on September 26 
it filed its answer, stating in substance that they had had the matter up with 
the manager of the Missouri Valley Car Service Association and that he had 
agreed to refund one-half the amount, and that respondent company had re- 
quested said manager to issue voucher at once for the amount. Copy of this 
answer was forwarded to complainants, and as no further communication was re- 
ceived from them it is presumed that it was satisfactory. Case dismissed. 



DISCRIMINATION IN COAL RATES.

No. 1622. 

This complaint was filed on July 21, 1898, charging that the town of Perth, 
Kan., was being discriminated against by respondent company in the matter of 
rates on coal, and asked for an investigation and an order by this Board remov- 
ing said discrimination. ^ 
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The matter was brought to the attention of respondent company, and on 
August 10 it made answer, stating that it would remove said discrimination by 
giving a reduction on rates to Perth. 

Complainant being entirely satisfied with the above adjustment, the case was 
dismissed. 



OVERCHARGE ON CAR-LOAD OF HARDWARE. 

Vining Hardware Company, Complainant, 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa FeRly. Co., Respondent. 

No. 1623. 

Complainants filed their complaint on August 16, 1898, alleging that they had 
been overcharged by respondent company on a car-load of mixed hardware, 
shipped from Williamsburg, Kan., to Vining, Kan., and asked for an investiga- 
tion. The matter was promptly taken up with the respondent company, and 
on August 24 said respondent replied that the charges collected from said 
complainants were in accordance with the contract made with them and also 
with the classification and published rates then existing. Copy of this answer 
was forwarded on the 25th of August to above complainants, and they were re- 
quested to state if they desired to pursue the matter further. 

. On November 21, no further communication having been received from said 
complainant, the case was dismissed. 



DISCRIMINATION IN COAL RATES. 

James R. Jeffrey, Complainant, 

vs. 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1624. 

This complaint was filed on August 6, 1898, stating that the town of Elmdale 
was being discriminated against by respondent company in the matter of rates on 
ooal, and asked for an investigation. The matter was taken up with the re- 
spondent company, and pending their answer, to wit, August 28, complainant 
withdrew his complaint. The case was therefore dismissed and stricken from 
the docket. 



PRIVATE CROSSING. 



Ben Kyle, Trustee, Complainant, 

vs. 
The Union Pacific Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1625. 

This petition was filed September 1, 1898, asking for a private crossing over 
the Union Pacific railway where said railway crosses John Reason's farm, in 
Rural township, Jefferson county, Kansas, stating that petitioners were willing 
to furnish material and construct this crossing without expense to respondent 
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company, if said company would interpose no objections. On September 17 
respondent company replied, stating that they had no objections to i>etitioners, 
putting in this crossing, provided it was done in such a manner as not to inter- 
fere with the maintenance and operation of said road.

This complaint was filed on September 5, 1898, alleging that said complainant 
had been overcharged by respondent company, because of failure or refusal by 
said respondent to furnish complainant with kind of car he ordered for a ship- 
ment of live stock from Reece, Kan., to Kansas City, and that they had fur- 
nished him a larger car than the one ordered, and charged and collected from 
him the rates for the larger car. The attention of the respondent company was 
at once called to the matter, and on September 23 they filed their answer, deny- 
ing that any overcharge was made. 

Copy of this answer was forwarded to complainant, and no further communi- 
cation having been received from him, the case was dismissed for want*of prose- 
cution. 



OVERCHARGE ON APPLES. 

Jeffrey Bros., Complainants, 

vs. 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1627. 

Complainants filed complaint September 8, 1898, alleging that they were over- 
charged by respondent company on a shipment of apples from Elmdale to Kins- 
ley, Kan., and asked this Board to investigate and adjust same. The matter was 
taken up with the respondent company, and on September 22 they filed their an- 
swer admitting the overcharge and agreeing to refund the same. 

Copy of this answer was forwarded to the complainant and case dismissed. 



OVERCHARGE ON VEHICLE. 

T. L. Williams, Complainant, 

vs. 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rly. Co., Respondent, 

No. 1628. 

This complaint was filed September 22, 1898, alleging that complainant had 
been overcharged by respondent company on the shipment of a dray wagon from 
Kansas City to Peabody, Kan., and asked the Board to cause a refund of said 
overcharge. 
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The matter was taken up with the respondent company, and on November 12 
complainant notified the Board that respondent company had refunded the over- 
charge. Case dismissed. 



STATION FACILITIES.

The Chicago, Bock Island &, Pacific Rly. Co., Reepondent. 

No. 1630. 

Complainant filed his complaint on October 17, 1898, stating that the accom- 
modations for passengers at respondent's depot at Bydal were insufficient to 
accommodate their necessities. ^ 

The matter was taken up with respondent company, and on November 9 it 
filed its answer, showing that accommodations at said station were reasonably 
good. On November 11 copy of said answer was forwarded to complainant, with 
a suggestion that, if the facts were as stated by respondent company, complainant 
had no cause for complaint. Case dismissed.

KANSAS RAILROAD LAWS. 



LAW CREATING THE BOAED OE EAILROAD COM- 
MISSIONERS, AND DEFINING ITS DUTIES. 



CHAPTER 124.— Session Laws of 1883. 

An Act concerniDg railroads and other common carriers. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. No railroad company shall charge or receive a rate Rebates of 
in excess of three cents per mile for the transportation of any passen- P^^®°fi^®^ 
ger who is over twelve years of age upon any railroad in this state, 
nor in excess of half that sum per mile for the transportation of any 
passenger of the age of twelve years or under. Each passenger over Baggage, 
twelve years of age paying fare shall be entitled to have transported, 
without any additional charge, baggage not exceeding one hundred 
pounds in weight ; and each passenger of twelve years of age or under 
paying fare shall be entitled to have transported, without additional 
charge, baggage not exceeding fifty pounds in weight. 

Sec. 2. The executive council shall, before the 1st day of April Executive 
next, elect three competent persons, who shall constitute a Board of appoint. 
Bailroad Commissioners, who shall hold their offices from the date 
of their respective elections for the term of one, two and three years 
from the 1st day of April next. The executive council shall, in 
like manner, before the 1st day of April in each year thereafter, 
elect a Commissioner, to continue in office for the term of three 
years from said date, and in case any vacancy occurs in said Board, 
by resignation or otherwise, shall in the same manner elect a Com- 
missioner to serve for the residue of the term. The executive coun- Removal from 
cil may at any time remove such Commissioners, or any of them, and °^®®' 
elect others to fill the vacancy ; and all votes cast by each member 
of the executive council for the election of any person to the office 
of Railroad Commissioner, or removal from the same, shall be re- 
corded in a journal kept by them for that purpose, which journal 
shall be kept open at all times for public inspection. The said Board Secretary, 
of Commissioners shall have power to appoint a Secretary, and 
remove him at pleasure. No j>erson owning any bonds, stock or who shall not 
property in any railroad company, or who is in the employment, or ^® appointed, 
who is in any way or manner pecuniarily interested in any railroad, 
shall be eligible to the office of Railroad Commissioner or Secretary 
of said Board. Said Railroad Commissioners and Secretary shall Qualifications, 
be qualified electors of the state; provided, that not more than 
two of the Commissioners shall belong to the same political party. 
Said Commissioners and Secretary shall be sworn to the due and Oath and bond, 
faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices before 
entering upon the discharge of the same. Each of said commission- 
ers shall enter into bonds, with security to be approved by theexecu- 
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tive council, in the sum of ten thousand dollars, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of his duty.

Sec. 3. Said Commissioners shall keep their office in the state- 
house, or at some other suitable place in the city of Topeka, and 
they or either of them may act officially in any part of the state. 
They shall each receive a salary of three thousand dollars per annum, 
and the secretary shall receive a salary of one thousand five hundred 
dollars per annum, to be paid as the salaries of other state officers 
are paid ; and the said Board shall be provided, at the expense of the 
state, with necessary office furniture and stationery. 

[Section 4 of this act declared void. See 32 Kan. 761.] 

Section 4, which provides for raising a fund for the payment of 
the salaries and current expenses of the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners and its Secretary by the taxation of the property of railroad 
companies only, was declared unconstitutional and void by the 
supreme court of the state of Kansas, being in contravention of 
paragraph 1 of article 11 of the state constitutioc, which provides 
that *'the legislature shall provide for a uniform and equal rate of 
asesssment and taxation." A. T. & S. F. Rid. Co. v. Howe, 32 Kan. 
737. 

Sec. 5. Said Commissioners shall have the general supervision of 
all railroads in the state operated by steam, and all express companies, 
sleeping-car companies, and all other persons, companies or corpora- 
tions doing business as common carriers in this state ; and shall in- 
quire into any neglect or violation of the laws of this state by any 
person, company or corporation engaged in the business of transpor- 
tation of persons or property therein, or by the officers, agents or 
employees thereof ; and shall also from time to time carefully exam- 
ine and inspect the condition of each railroad in the state, and its 
equipment and the manner of its conduct and management, with ref- 
erence to the public safety and convenience. Whenever in the judg- 
ment of the Railroad Commissioners it shall appear that any railroad 
corporation or other transportation company fails, in any respect or 
particular, to comply with the terms of its charter or the laws of the 
state, or whenever in their judgment any repairs are necessary upon 
its road, or any addition to its rolling-stock, or any addition to or 
changes of its stations or station-houses, or any change in its rates 
for transporting freight, or any change in the mode of operating its 
road and conducting its business, is reasonable and expedient, in 
order to promote the security, . convenience and accommodation of 
the public, said Commissioners shall inform such corporation of the 
improvement and changes which they adjudge to be proper, by a 
notice thereof in writing, to be served by leaving a copy thereof, cer- 
tified by the Commissioners' Secretary, with any station agent, clerk, 
treasurer, or any director of said corporation ; and a report of the 
proceedings shall be included in the annual report of the Commission- 
ers to the governor. Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
relieving any railroad company, or other transportation corporation, 
from their responsibility or liability for damage to person or property. 

In The State, ex rel., v. K. C. Rid. Co., 47 Kan. 497, the supreme 
court of the state held : ** Under the provisions of section 5, chapter 
124, Laws of 1883, (% 1328, Gen. Stat. 1889,) an order or recommenda- 
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tion of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the state to a rail- 
road company, requiring repairs to be made upon its road or track, 
to promote the security, convenience and accommodation of the pub- 
lic, is advisory only. Such an order or recommendation is not final 
or conclusive upon the railroad company or in the courts."

Sec. 6. Said Commissioners shall, on or before the first Monday Reports, 
in December in each year, make a report to the governor of their do- 
ings for the preceding year, containing such facts, statements and 
explanations as will disclose the working of the system of railroad 
transportation in this state, and its relation to the general business 
and prosperity of the citizens of the state, and such suggestions and 
recommendations in respect thereto as may seem appropriate. Said 
report shall also contain, as to every railroad corporation doing busi- 
ness in this state — 

First : Tile amount of its capital stock. 

Second : The amount of its preferred stock, if any, and the con- 
dition of its preferment. 

Third : The amount of its funded debt, and the rate of interest. 

Fourth : The amount of its floating debt. 

Fifth : The cost and actual present cash value of its road and 
equipment, including permanent way, buildings and jolling-stock, all 
real estate used exclusively in operating the road, and all fixtures 
and conveniences for transacting its business. 

Sixth : The estimated value of all other property owned by such 
corporation, with a schedule of the same, not including lands granted 
in aid of its construction. 

Seventh : The number of acres originally granted in aid of the 
construction of its road, by the United States or by this state. 

Eighth : Number of acres of such land remaining unsold. 

Ninth : A list of all its officers and directors, with their respective 
places of residence. 

Tenth: Such statistics of the road and of its business for the 
year as may in the judgment of the Commissioners be necessary and 
proper for the information of the legislature, or as may be required 
by the governor. Such report shall exhibit and refer to the condition 
of such corporation on the 1st day of July of each year, and the 
details of its business transacted during the year ending June 30. 

Eleventh : The average amount of tonnage that can be carried 
over each road in the state with an engine of given power. 

Sec. 7. To enable said Commissioners to make such report, the Railroad 
president or managing officer of each railroad or transportation JJ^^Jf^®®*^ 
company doing business in this state shall annually make to the 
said Commissioners, on the 15th day of September of each year, such 
returns, in the form which they may prescribe, as will afford the in- 
formation required for their said ofi^ial report. Such returns shall Penalty for 
be verified by the oath of the officer making them ; and any corpora- ^^^ reporting, 
tion herein named, whose returns shall not be made ad herein pre>

scribed by the 15th day of September, shall be liable to a penalty 
of one hundred dollars for each and every day after the 16th day of 
September, that such returns shall be wilfully delayed or refused. 

Sec. 8. That said Commissioners shall have power, in the dis- 
charge of the duties of their office, to examine any of the books, 
papers or documents of any such company or corporation, or to ex- 
amine under oath or otherwise any officer, director, agent or employee 
thereof, or any other person. The Commissioners, or either of them, 
are empowered to issue subpoenas and administer oaths in the same 
manner, and with the same power to enfotce obedience thereto, in 
the performance of their said duties, as belong and pertain to courts 
of record in this state ; and any person who may wilfully obstruct 
said Commissioners in the performance of their duties, or who may 
refuse to give any information within their possession that may be 
required by said Commissioners within the line of their duty, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable, on convic- 
tion thereof, to a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, in the dis- 
cretion of the court ; the costs of such subpenas and investigation to 
be first paid by the state, on the certificate of said Commissioners. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of any railroad company, when within 
its power so to do, and upon reasonable notice, to furnish suitable 
cars to any and all persons who may apply therefor for the transpor- 
tation of any and all kinds of freight, and to receive and transport 
such freight with all reasonable dispatch, and to provide and keep 
^suitable facilities for the receiving and handling: of the same at any 
depot on the line of its road ; and also to receive and transport in 
like manner the empty or loaded cars furnished by any connecting 
road, to be delivered at any station or stations on the line of its road, 
to be loaded or discharged, or reloaded and returned to the road so 
connecting ; and for compensation it shall not demand or receive any 
greater sum than is accepted by it from any other connecting rail- 
road for a similar service.

Sec. 10. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive 
from any person, company, or corporation, for the transportation of 
any property or for any other service, a greater sum than it shall at 
the same time charge, demand or receive from any other person, 
company or corporation for a like service from the same place, or 
upon like condition and under similar circumstances ; and all con- 
cessions of rates, drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall be 
open to and allowed all persons, companies and corporations alike ; 
nor shall it charge more for transporting freight from any point on 
its line than a fair and just proportion of the price it charges for the 
same kind of freight transported from any other point.

Sec. 11. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive 
from any person, company or corporation an unreasonable price for 
the transportation of persons or property, or for the hauling or stor- 
ing of freight, or for the use of i^s cars, or for any privilege or serv- 
ice afforded by it in the transaction of its business as a railroad 
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company. And upon complaint in writing, made to the Board of Complaint. 
Railroad Commissioners, that an unreasonable price has been 
charged, such Board shall investigate said complaint, and if sus- Board shall 
tained shall make a certificate under their seal, setting forth what ^^^^^ ^ ' 
is a reasonable charge for the service rendered, which shall be 
prima facie evidence of the matters therein stated. 

The form of complaint under section 11 may read as follows : 

To the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas: 

The undersigned complains of the Railroad Company, 

and says : That complainant resides in county, Kansas. That 

he employed said railroad company to transport and carry over its 

lines from to certain freight and merchandise, described as 

follows: [Here describe the nature, weight or bulk of freight.] That 
the distanc'e over which said freight was transported and carried by 

said company was miles.

Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful for any railroad company to make Pooling, 
any contract or enter into any stipulation with any other railroad 
company running in the same general direction, by which either 
company shall directly or indirectly agree to divide, in any manner 
or proportion, the joint earnings upon the whole or any part of the 
freight transported over such roads, and any violation of this provi- Penalty, 
sion shall render the railroad company violating the same liable to a 
penalty of $5000 for each month for which such earnings are divided, 
to be recovered for the use of the common-school fund, in the name 
of the state. 

Sec. 13. No railroad company shall be permitted, except as common-iaw 
otherwise provided by regulation or order of the Board, to change ^*»^"**y- 
or limit its common-law liability as a common carrier. All railroad Freight

companies shall, on demand, issue duplicate freight receipts to ship- 
pers, in which shall be stated the class or classes of freight shipped, 
the freight charges over the road giving the receipt, and, so far as 
practicable, shall state the freight charges over other roads that 
carry such freight. When the consignee pfesents the railroad Conrimee de- 
receipt to the agent of the railroad that delivers such freight, such 
agent shall deliver the article shipped on payment of the rate charged 
for the class of freights mentioned in the receipt. 

Sec. 14. In all cases where complaint shall be made in accordance complaint, 
with the provisions of section 18, hereinafter provided, that an un- 
reasonable charge is made, or that the rates charged for freight are unreasonable 
unjust, unreasonable, or extortionate, and the Board shall find such charge or rate, 
complaint to be true, they shall require a modified charge for the serv- 
ice rendered, such as they shall deem to be reasonable, and shall 
certify their finding to the managing officer of the road against which 
complaint is made ; and the rates so determined by the Board to be Finding of 
reasonable shall be, by the railroad company aflfected thereby, ac- ^°*^^- 
cepte^, and posted up in a conspicuous place in each depot on the Rate fixed to 
line of its road that may be designated by said Board ; and such rates ^® p^^*^®** "p- 
so found shall, in all actions arising in any court in the state, be 
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taken to be reasonable conapensation^ for the services for which they 
are provided, until the contrary is proven; and all compensation 
demanded or received by any such railroad company in excess of the 
rates so determined by the Board shall in any such action be taken 
to be unjust, unreasonable, and extortionate, until the contrary is 
proven. All cases of a failure to comply with a recommendation of 
the Board of Commissioners shall be embodied in the report of the 
Board of Commissioners to the governor, and the same shall apply 
to any unjust discrimination, extortion or overcharge by said com- 
pany, or any other violation of this act by such company. 
See 53 Kan. 212. 

Sec. 15. Any person, partnership or corporation engaged in busi- 
ness other than that of a common carrier may own or lease railroad 
cars, and may load and bill the same to any railroad point, and all 
railroad companies and connecting lines to whom any such car is de- 
livered shall receive and transport the same with all reasonable dis- 
patch towards its destination ; provided, that such cars shall be 
constructed in conformity to the rules and regulations of the com- 
pany to which such application is made, and for such compensation 
as may be fixed by the Commissioners ; and having arrived at its 
destination, it shall be unloaded, and shall be, unless otherwise or- 
dered by such shipper, returned to its starting-point with like dis- 
patch, and shall not be deviated from its route, and shall be in all 
respects handled the same as a car belonging to any railroad com- 
pany ; provided, that it may be by said railroad company reason- 
ably loaded upon its return trip and the owner be allowed a 
reasonable sum for its use ; and such owner shall be responsible for 
all necessary repairs. 

Sec. 16. Neither said Board of Railroad Commissioners nor any 
railroad company shall raise the charge for the transportation of 
freight on any railroad without first giving sixty days' public notice 
of such change, in such manner as the Commissioners may determine.

Sec. 17. Any person, upon written permission given by the Board, 
may exercise in the same manner and to the same extent as is now 
enjoyed by railroad companies, the right of condemning and appro- 
priating land, and trying out and constructing any spur, switch or 
railroad track thereover, and connecting the same with any railroad 
already constructed ; and the right to use such spur, switch or track 
shall be public, at rates and on terms and conditions such as the 
Board shall prescribe, if the parties interested cannot agree. 

Sec. 18. It shall be the duty of said Commissioners, upon the 
complaint and application of the mayor and council of any city, or 
the trustee of any township, to make an examination of the rate of 
freight tariflf charged by any such company, and of the condition or 
operation of any railroad, any part of whose location lies within the 
limits of such city or township ; and if twenty-five or more legal 
voters in any city or township shall, by petition in writing, re- 
quest the mayor and council of such city or the trustee of such 
township to make the said complaint and application, and the mayor 
and council or the trustee refuse or decline to comply with the 
prayer of the petition, they shall state the reason for such non- 
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compliance, in writing, upon the petition, and return the same to the 
petitioners ; and the petitioners may thereupon, within ten days from 
the date of such refusal and return, present such petition to said 
Commissioners; and said Commissioners shall, if upon inquiry and 
hearing of the petitioners they think that the public good demands 
the examination, proceed to make it in the same manner as if called 
upon by the mayor and council of ^ny city or the trustee of any 
township. Before proceeding to make such examination in accord- ^^^}^iQ^Qgi^en 
ance with such application or petition, said Commissioners shall give 
to the petitioners and railroad company reasonable notice, in writing, 
of the time and place of entering upon the same. If upon such an conclusion or 
examination it shall appear to said Commissioners that the complaint "^^* *^ 
alleged by the applicants or petitioners be well founded, they shall 
so adjudge; and they shall then and there decide what is a reason- 
able charge for such freights, and shall inform the corporation 
operating such railroad company of their adjudication within ten 
days, and shall also report their doings to the governor, as provided 
in section 6 of this act, and shall certify to such complainants the 
result of such adjudication; and such adjudication shall be prima 
facie evidence of what is a reasonable charge in all actions for such 
sefvice.

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CHAPTER 133.— Session Laws of 1886. 

An Act relating to switch connections at the crossings of railroads and providing 

for their construction and maintenance. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That whenever in the judgment of the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners it is necessary to the convenience or accommodation of the public that 
two or more railroads that cross each other should connect at or near the point 
of crossing, for the transfer of cars from one road to another, the Board may re- 
quire the construction of necessary switch connections between such railroads at 
the points where deemed necessary, in the following manner : Said Board of 
Railroad Commissioners shall serve upon the railroad companies whose roads it 
is deemed necessary to connect a certified copy of their finding and decision, in 
which shall be stated the character of connection to be built, whose duty it shall 
then be to construct such switch connections within such time as the said Board 
shall prescribe, and the expense of the same shall be borne equally by companies 
whose roads so connect. If one of said companies shall build the whole of such 
switch it may recover one-half the cost of the same from the company whose duty 
it was to construct one-half of such switch. 

Sec. 2. Any railroad company failing or refusing to comply with the require- 
ments of said Board in relation to such switch shall be subject to a penalty of 
$500, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the state. 
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Sec. 3. The companies whose roads thus coonect may operate and maintain 
such switch jointly. 

Sec. 4. This act to take effect and be in force from and after the date of its 
publication in the*of!icial state paper. 

Approved February 17, 1886. 



CHAPTER 193.— Session Laws of 1889. 

(General Statutes of 18S9, paragraphs 1352-1354.) 

An Act to amend section 1 of an act entitled **An act relating to switch con- 
nections at the crossings of railroads, and providing for theij* construction and 
maintenance," the same being chapter 133, Session Laws of 1886. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That section 1 of an act entitled ** An act relating to switch con- 
nections at the crossings of railroads, and providing for their construction and 
maintenance," the same being chapter 133, Session Laws of 1886, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to 'read as follows : Section 1. That whenever in 
the judgment of the Board of Railroad Commissioners it is necessary to the con- 
venience or accommodation of the public that two or more railroads that cross 
or run parallel with each other should connect at or near the point of crossing or 
places of business along such railroad for the transfer of cars from one road to 
another, the Board may require the construction of necessary switch connections 
between such railroads at the points where deemed necessary, in the following 
manner : Said Board of Railroad Commissioners shall serve upon the railroad 
companies whose roads it is deemed necessary to connect a certified copy of their 
finding and decision, in which shall be stated the character of connections to be 
built, whose duty it shall then be to construct such switch connections within 
such time as the said Board shall prescribe; and the expense of the same shall 
be borne equally by the companies whose roads so connect or run parallel. If one 
of said companies shall build the whole of such switch, it may recover one-half 
of the cost of the same from the company whose duty it was to construct one- 
half of such switch. 

Sec. 2. That all acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publica- 
tion in the official state paper. 

Approved March 2, 1889. 



CHAPTER 184.— Session Laws of 1887. 

« (General Statutes of 1889, paragraphs 1359-1361.) 

An Act regulating the crossing and intersection of railroads. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. Any railroad company authorized to operate a railroad in this 
state, desiring to cross or unite its track with any other railroad upon the 
grounds of such other railway corporation, shall make application in writing to 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners, stating the place of crossing or intersec- 
tion;, whereupon the Board of Railroad Commissioners shall fix a day for the 
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hearing of such application, and notify the railway corporations interested, at 
which time, unless further time be granted by said Board, the corporations in- 
terested shall be heard in regard to the necessity, place, manner and times of 
such crossing or connection ; and upon such hearing either party, or the Board, 
may call and examine witnesses in regard to the matter, and the Board shall, 
after such hearings and a personal examination of the locality where a crossing 
or connection is desired, determine whether there is a necessity for such crossing 
or not, and if so, the place thereof, whether it shall be over or under the existing 
railroad, or at grade, and in other respects the manner of such crossing, and the 
terms upon which the same shall be made and maintained ; provided, that no 
crossing shall be made through the yards or over the switches or side-tracks of 
any existing railroad, if a crossing can be effected at any other place that is 
practicable. 

Sec. 2. If either party shall be dissatisfied with the terms and orders made 
by said Board of Railroad Commissioners, it may appeal to the district court of 
the county wherein such crossing or connection is sought to be made, in the 
same manner as appeals are allowed from a judgment of a justice of the peace to 
the district court ; and said appeal, and all subsequent proceedings, shall only 
affect the amount of compensation, if any, and %ther terms of crossing fixed by 
said Board, but shall not delay the making of said crossing or connection; pro- 
vided, the corporation desiring such crossing or connection shall deposit with 
the county treasurer of the county where crossing or connection is sought to be 
made the amount of compensation, if any is fixed by said Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, and shall execute and file with said Board a bond of sufficient 
security, to be approved by any member of said Board, to pay all damages and 
comply with all terms that may be adjudged by the district court. 

Sec. 3. Any railroad company which shall violate or evade any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall forfeit for every such offense, to the person, company or 
corporation refused [injured] thereby, three times the actual damages sustained 
by the party aggrieved.

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publica- 
tion in the official state paper.

CHAPTER 185.— Session Laws of 1887. 

(General Statutes of 1889, paragraphs 1362-1364.) 

An Act in relation to railroad crossings and junctions at grades. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. When and in case two or more railroads crossing each other at a 
common grade shall, by a system of interlocking or automatic signals, or by any 
works or fixtures to be erected by them, render it safe for engines to pass over 
such crossings without stopping, and such interlocking or automatic signals 
or works or fixtures shall be approved by the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners, then and in that case it is hereby made lawful for the engines and trains 
of such railroad or railroads to pass over such crossing without stopping, any 
law or the provisions of any law to the contrary notwithstanding; and all laws 
or provisions are hereby declared not to be applicable in such cases. 

Sec. 2. When two or more railroads cross each other at a common grade, 
either of such railroads may apply to the Board of Raiload Commissioners for 
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permission to introduce upon both of said roads some system of interlocking or 
automatic signals or works or fixtures, rendering it safe for engines and trains to 
pass over such crossings without stopping ; and it shall be the duty of said Board 
of Railroad Commissioners, if the system of works and fixtures which it is pro- 
posed to erect by said company are in the opinion of the Board sufficient and 
proper, to grant such permission. 

^ Sec. 3. Any railroad company which has obtained permission to introduce a 
system of interlocking or automatic signals at its crossing at a common grade with 
any other railroad, as provided in the last section, may, after thirty days' notice 
in writing to such other railroad company, introduce and erect such interlocking 
or automatic signals or fixtures ; and if such railroad after such notification re- 
fuses to join with the railroad company giving such notice in the construction of 
said works or fixtures, it shall be lawful for said first company to enter upon the 
right of way and tracks of such second company, in such manner as not to 
unnecessarily impede the operation of such road, and erect such works and 
fixtures, and may recover in an action at law from such second company one-half 
of the total cost of erecting and maintaining such interlocking or automatic 
signals or works or fixtures on both of said roads. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be and remain in force from and after 
its publication in the official state paper. 

Approved March 5, 1887. 



CHAPTER 192.— Session Laws of 1889. 

( General Statutes of 1889, paragraphs 1355-1358.) 

An Act relating to railway companies, and giving additional powers to the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, and prescribing certain duties and liabilities 
of railway companies. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

^CTiON 1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
upon complaint and application by the mayor and council of any city, or the 
trustee of any township in this state, requesting an order of said Board to re- 
quire any railroad company in this state to construct any depots, side-tracks, 
switches, or other facilities at any point on the line of such railroad, for the con- 
venience and safety of the public in the transaction of business with such rail- 
road, and the interchange of business between connecting or parallel railroads at 
any station, town or city in this state, to investigate such complaint, after giving 
proper notice to the railroad companies interested ; and said Commissioners after 
such examination shall make such orders as they deem necessary and proper in 
relation to the construction and maintenance of such depots, connections, 
switches or side-tracks as in the judgment of said Board shall be necessary. 

Sec. 2. If complaint shall be made by any railroad company in this state 
against any other railroad company in this state on account of failure, neglect or 
refusal to comply with the provisions of section 9 of an act entitled ''An act 
concerning railroads and other common carriers,'' approved March 6, 1883, the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners shall upon notice to said railroad company in- 
vestigate such complaint, and thereupon make such order as in the opinion of 
said Board shall be just and reasonable for the public interest, and may fix in 
such order a reasonable switching charge for any service required by such order,

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which switchiog charge shall be paid by the railroad compaDy receiving the 
service and shall not be added to the rate paid by any consignor or consignee, 
interested in such shipment. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Railroad Commissioners may enforce its orders for. 
the erection and maintenance of depots, the construction of connections, side- 
tracks, and switches, and charges for switching between connecting or parallel 
lines of railroad as hereinbefore provided for, as provided in the next section. 

Sec. 4. For every neglect oj: refusal of any railroad company, corporation, re- 
ceiver or person operating any railroad in this state to comply with any order of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners of this state made in pursuance to the fore- 
going provisions, the person or corporation so neglecting or refusing shall forfeit 
to the state of Kansas the sum of $100 for each and every day that any such or- 
der is neglected or disobeyed after the expiration of thirty days from the date of 
service of notice on the president, managing officer, superintendent, any member 
of the board of directors, or any station agent or person in charge of any office or 
station of such company, by the Board of Railroad Commissioners or [of] the 
making of such order, to be recovered by civil action in the name of the state,, 
which action shall be prosecuted by the attorney-general in any court having 
jurisdiction; provided, that, upon good cause shown, the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners may extend the time within which such order shall be complied 
with, to such an extent as in the opinion of the Board, under the circumstances 
of the particular case, may be necessary or desirable. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be and remain in force from and after 
its publication in the official state paper. 

Approved March 2, 1889. 



CHAPTER 100.— Session Laws of 1893. 

An Act for the protection of shippers of grain, seeds, and hay. 
Be it enactedby the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That each and every railway company operating a railway wholly 
or partly within this state shall, on or before the first day of July, a. d. 1893, 
construct and provide, and thereafter keep and maintain in good order, a track- 
er car-scale of sufficient capacity and suitable for weighing grain in car-load lots 
and in the car, at each and every town and station upon its line of railway or the 
line of railway operated by it from which the aggregate of grain shipments on 
all railways shall be 100 cars or more of grain and seeds during the year 1892. 

Sec. 2. Any town or station not now entitled to track-scales under this act, 
but from which there shall hereafter be shipped in any calendar year 100 cars or 
more of grain, seeds, or hay, shall be entitled to the benefits of this act ; and any 
railway company operating a railway upon which such town or station is located 
shall construct, provide, keep and maintain a track- or car-scale at such town or 
station, as provided by section 1, within six months after the expiration of such 
calendar year ; provided, however, that any railway company may elect to ac- 
cept the weights of any public weigher, or the weights of the shipper, and shall 
have the right to demand that the weights of such shipper shall be verified by 
affidavit ; and, in case they so elect, shall not be required to put in scales, and 
shall not be liable to the penalties prescribed in this act for failure to put in 
scales. 

Sec. 3. At stations not entitled to car-scales by the provisions of this act, it 
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shall be the duty of such railway company to weigh, at one of the stations near- 
est to such station having no such scales, any such cars before and after loading, 
and to give such shipper a like receipt as provided in section 6 of this act ; pro- 
vided, that such weighing before loading may be on one side of the point of ship- 
ment, and after loading on the other side of the point of shipment. 

Sec. 4. Each railway company operating a railway at any station or town in 
this state entitled to track-scales under this act shall correctly weigh all cars, im- 
mediately before and immediately after being loaded with grain, seeds, or hay, 
said cars to be detached from engine and other cars when weighed, and such 
weighing to be done in the presence of the shipper of such grain or seed, if so 
demanded by him. 

Sec. 5. Such railway company shall be entitled to collect and receive from 
the person shipping such grain, seed or hay the sum of twenty-five cents for each 
car of such grain or seed so weighed, as compensation for such weighing. 

Sec. 6. Each railway company, operating a railway wholly or partly within 
the state, shall be required to give to any person delivering grain, seed or hay in 
bulk or in sacks to such company, for transportation, at any station entitled to 
track-scales under this act, a bill of of lading, in duplicate, which bill of lading 
shall state the exact number of bushels or pounds of grain, seed or hay so de- 
livered to such railway company, by whom delivered, and to whom consigned ; 
and thereafter such railway company shall be responsible to the consignee named 
in said bill of lading, or to his heirs or assigns, for the full amount of such grain, 
seed or hay so delivered to such railway company, until it shall show that it has 
delivered the whole amount of such grain, seed or hay to such consignee or to 
his heirs or assigns; provided, however, that if the shortage on any car of grain, 
seed or hay shall not exceed one-fourth of one per cent, of the amount of grain, 
seed or hay put in the car, then the railway company shall be deemed to have 
delivered the whole amount of grain, seed or hay in the car. And in an action 
hereafter brought against any railway company, for or on account of any failure 
or neglect to deliver any such grain, seed or hay to the consignee, or his heirs 
or assigns, either duplicate of such bill of lading shall be conclusive proof of the 
amount of such gri^in, seed or hay so received by such railway company. 

Sec. 7. No defense to an action for the recovery of such loss or shortage on 
grain, seeds or hay so weighed, by reason of the same having occurred on the 
line of some other company, to which it my have been transferred or which may 
have received it for shipment, shall be admitted to be made unless all the facts 
and circumstances of such loss or shortage so occurring on such oth.er line shall 
be fully set forth in written pleadings filed by the shipping company, and afiSrm- 
atively and fully proved by it. 

Sec. 8. Any railway company failing, neglecting or refusing to provide and 
maintain track-scales, as required by section 1 of this act, shall state, in its bills 
of lading given for grain or seed delivered to it for transportation at any station 
or town entitled to track-scales under the provisions of this act, the number of 
bushels or pounds of such grain, seed, or hay, and as stated by the person or per- 
sons delivering^such grain, seed or hay to such railway company, and the amount 
so stated shall be conclusive and binding upon such railway company, as pro- 
vided in section 6 of this act ; provided, however, that the person so delivering 
such grain, seed or hay to such railway company shall, if required by the rail- 
way company, make an affidavit that the amount of such grain, seed or hay as 
stated by him is true and correct. 

Sec. 9. Any railroad company neglecting for six months after the taking 
effect of this act to put in the car-scales, heretofore provided for, shall be 
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liable to the penalty of one hundred dollars (1100) per day for each station at 
which such neglect occurs, until the same is put in, as herein provided. 

Sec. 10. Any railway company neglecting or refusing to give any person 
entitled thereto a bill of lading, as required by either sections 6 or 8 of this act, 
shall be liable to a fine of one hundred dollars ($100) for each and every refusal, 
to be recovered in an action brought in the name of the state, in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, and shall also be liable to the party injured by such 
refusal for all damages sustained thereby, together with a reasonable attorney's 
fee, to be recovered by an action in any court of competent jurisdiction ; and in 
all cases in which judgment shall be rendered against a railway company for loss 
or shortage on grain, seed or hay shipped, the magistrate or court shall also 
render judgment for a reasonable attorney's fee for the plaintiff's attorney ; 
provided, that such attorney's fee shall not be allowed unless written demand 
be made upon the agent of the station at which grain was shipped for payment 
of such loss or shortage thirty (30) days before the beginning of such suit. 

Sec. 11. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publica- 
tion in the statute-book. 

Approved March 10, 1893. 



CHAPTER 111.— Session Laws of 1893. 

An Act to repeal paragraph 1325, General Statutes of 1889 relating to excess in 

railroad fare. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That paragraph 1325 of the Laws of 1889 be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publica- 
tion in the official state paper. 

Approved March 10, 1893. 



CHAPTER 195.— Session Laws of 1895. 

An Act to require railroad companies to furnish free transportation to shippers 
of stock in certain cases, and providing a remedy in case of failure or refusal 
on the part of the railroad company to comply with the provisions of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. Whenever any railroad company or corporation doing business 
within the limits of this state shall receive and ship any live stock by the car- 
load, said company, in consideration of the usual price paid for the shipment of 
the said car, shall pass the shipper or his employee to and from the point desig- 
nated in the contract or bill of lading without further expense to the shipper in 
the way of fare ; provided, however, that in all cases where a shipper ships more 
than one car-load of stock at the same time, the said railroad company shall be 
and is hereby required to pass free, as aforesaid, only one additional person, 
shipper or employee for every four car-loads shipped in addition to the first 
car-load. 

Sec. 2. Every railroad company or corporation failing or refusing to comply 
with the provisions of section 1 of this act shall be liable in damages to the ship •

per for the amount of damages sustained by reason of such failure. or refusal on 
the part of the railroad company, to be recovered before any court of competent 
jurisdiction, and any judgment recovered on any such action shall be made to 
cover a reasonable attorney's fee for plaintiff's attorney. 

Sec. 3. This act shall be in force and effect from and after its publication in 
the official state paper. 

Approved March 6, 1895. 



CHAPTER 152.— Session Laws of 1893. 

« 

An Act relating to the maintenance of telegraph stations. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That every telegraph company or other corporation operating a 
telegraph line through the corporate limits of any county-seat in Kansas is 
hereby required to establish and maintain a telegraph station at such county- 
seat, with the usual facilities and appointments for the convenience of the public 
in sending telegrams during the business hours of each day. 

Sec. 2. Each telegraph company or other corporation operating a telegraph 
line failing or neglecting to comply with the provisions of section one (1) of this 
act shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars ($10) for each day of such failure 
or neglect, to be recovered and disbursed for the benefit of the school fund of 
the county where such failure or neglect exists, the same as other fines and pen- 
alties ; the action for such penalty being prosecuted by the county attorney, with 
the state of Kansas as plaintiff, and before any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec 3. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after its publication 
in the statutes. 

Approved March 13, 1893. 



CHAPTER 112.— Session Laws of 1893. 

An Act relating to the stopping of passenger-trains. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That each and every railroad company operating a line of rail- 
road through the corporate limits of any county-seat in Kansas is hereby re- 
quired to make regular stops at such county-seat of at least one passenger-train 
per day going in each direction. 

Sec. 2. Any corporation operating a line of railroad in the state of Kansas 
failing or neglecting to comply with the provisions of section 1 of this act shall 
be liable to pay a penalty of ten dollars for each day of such failure, which pen- 
alty may be recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction, in an action to be 
prosecuted by the county attorney of the county where such failure to make 
regular daily stops as aforesaid occurs. Such action shall be prosecuted in the 
name of the state of Kansas as plaintiff, and the recovery shall be for the benefit 
of the common schools of such county, to be collected and disbursed as other fines 
and penalties. 

Sec. 3. It shall be a good defense to any actions provided in section 2 of 

this act, if for any reason passenger-trains are not run on the railroad going 

through such county-seat on the day for which the penalty is sought to be recov- 
ered. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publica- 
tion in the official state paper. 
Approved March 11, 1893. 
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CHAPTER 228.— Session Laws of 1887. 

(General Statutes of 1889, paragraphs 1371-1373.) ^ 

An Act relatiDg to the shipment of live stock and grain. 
Se it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. Whenever any shipper of hogs, cattle, sheep, horses or other 
animals shall present his stock at any railroad station, and to any railroad agent 
in the state of Kansas, for purposes of transportation, it shall be the duty of 
said railroad agent to count or cause to be counted said hogs, cattle, sheep, horses, 
or other animals, and the number so counted shall be by the agent named in the 
bill of lading or receipt for said stock. And if said railroad agent neglect or re- 
fuse to count or have counted said stock, then the railroad company employing 
said agent shall be held responsible for the number of animals specified in the 
bill of lading according to shipper's count. 

Sec. 2. Whenever any shipper shall order one or more cars from any rail- 
road company for the purposes of transportation of stock or grain, he shall have 
the right and privilege to put in said car or cars two or more species of live stock 
or different kinds of grain; and no railroad company or railroad agent shall 
charge for any car in which is shipped two or more species of live stock any 
greater prices than are charged when only one species of said stock is shipped 
therein, nor shall said railroad agent or railroad company charge any greater sum 
when two or more kinds of grain are shipped in any car than is charged when 
only one kind of grain which is in said car is shipped ; provided, that said differ- 
ent species of stock or kinds of grain which are placed in said car or cars do not 
exceed the maximum limit of pounds allowed by law and by the railroad com- 
pany when only one species of live stock or one kind of grain is shipped in said 
car or cars ; provided further, that when more than one kind of stock or grain 
shall be shipped in the same car, the highest rate may be the rate of freight to be 
charged. 

Sec. 3. Any loss sustained by any shipper from the refusal on the part of any 
railroad company to conform to the requirements of this act shall be assessed and 
collected as any other damages and losses are assessed and collected against rail- 
road companies. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force on and after its publication 
in the official state paper. 

Approved March 3, 1887. 



CHAPTER 138.— Session Laws of 1886. 

(General Statutes of 1889, paragraphs 1314, 1315.) 

An Act providing for the enforcement of contracts made by railroad companies 

in consideration of municipal, county and township aid. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That it shall be the duty of any railroad company or companies 
which heretofore have received aid from any county, township, or city, or which 
shall hereafter receive such aid in the construction of the road of such company 
or companies, and the duty of any and all railroad companies composed in part 
by consolidation or otherwise of such company or companies having received 
such aid, to maintain and operate the railroad for which such aid has been or 
shall be extended, in the manner and with all the business facilities and with all 
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• 

the accommodations for the business and traveling public which was or shall be 
promised by the railroad company or companies which have or shall receive such 
aid as a consideration in whole or part for such aid; and every railroad company 
which shall fail or refuse to keep and perform any promise or contract so made 
in consideration of or in order to induce any county, township or city to extend 
such aid ^all be liable to the penalties provided in section 2 of this act. 

Sec. 2. Every railroad company, on being notified by the chairman of any 
board of county commissioners, mayor of any city, or trustee of any township 
of such county, township, or city, by notice to be served as provided by law for 
the service of a summons in a civil action, specifying the particular thing or 
things in respect to which such railroad company is failing to perform any such 
promise or agreement, and demanding the performance of the same, shall within 
thirty days from that time comply with and perform any such contract, promise 
or agreement, and maintain and operate such railroad as promised or agreed in 
consideration of such aid ; and every railroad company which shall fail to so 
perform its contract or promise so made, or the contract or promise of the rail- 
road company which by consolidation or otherwise has become identified in 
interest with it, shall for every such failure forfeit and pay a penalty of not less 
than twenty-five per cent, in value of the amount of the aid so extended and re- 
ceived, and for every thirty days thereafter which such railroad company* shall 
so fail or refuse to perform such promise or agreement such company shall 
forfeit and pay a further penalty of twenty-five per cent, of the amount in value 
of the aid so received ; such penalties to be collected in the name of the board of 
county commissioners of the county giving such aid, or in which such township 
or city may be, in a civil action to be commenced for that purpose by such board 
of county commissioners, and to be paid, when collected, into the common-school 
fund of such county. 

Sec. 3. This act shall be in force from and after its publication in the official 
state paper. 

Approved February 19, 1886. 



CHAPTER 154.— Session Laws of 1885. 

(General Statutes of 1889, paragraphs 1317-1320.) 

Am Act to compel railroad companies to fence their roads by and through lands 

inclosed with a lawful fence. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. Any person owning land by and through which any railroad has 
been or may be constructed, who has or may enclose the same or any part thereof 
and adjacent to the line of such railroad with a lawful fence, may demand of such 
railroad company that it inclose its line next thereto with a lawful fence and 
maintain the same. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a railroad corporation, or the lessee, person, company or 
oorx)oration operating any railroad, shall neglect or refuse to build such fence as 
provided in this act, the owner or occupant of the lands adjoining such railroad, 
or over or through where the railroad track is or may be laid, may give notice in 
writing to such corporation, or the lessee thereof, or the persons operating such 
railroad, to build such fence within sixty days, except during the months of De- 
cember and January, after the service of such notice. Such notice shall des- 
cribe the lands on which said fence is required to be built. Service of such no- 
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tice may be made by deliveriDg the same to any ticket- or station-ageDt of said 
corx)oration of [or] the person, corporation or lessees operating such railroad. 

Sec. 3. If the party so notified shall refuse to build such fence in accordance 
with the provisions of this act, the owner or occupant of the land required to be 
fenced shall have the right to enter upon the land and track of said railroad 
company, and may build such fence ; and the person so building such fence shall 
be entitled to the value thereof from such corporation or party operating or using 
such railroad, to be recovered with interest at the rate of one per cent, per month 
from the time such fence was built, together with a reasonable attorney's fee for 
the prosecution of any suit to recover the same. 

Sec. 4. Any person owning or occupying land adjoining any railroad track of 
any railroad company shall have the right to attach to the fence constructed 
along the track or right of way of said railroad company tiny wires, boards or 
other material so as to make the fence of said railroad company sufficient to pre- 
vent any hogs or pigs from getting upon the track of said railroad company. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publica- 
tion in the official state paper. 

Approved March 6, 1885. 



CHAPTER 155.— Session Laws of 1885. 
(General Statutes of 1889. paragraphs 1321-1323.) 
An Act relating to the liability of railroads for damages by fire. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That in all actions against any railway company organized or do- 
ing business in this state for damages by fire caused by the operating of said 
railroad, it shall be only necessary for the plaintiff in said action to establish the 
fact that said fire complained of was caused by the operating of said railroad, 
and the amount of his damages ( which proof shall be prima facie evidence of 
negligence on the part of said railroad); provided, that in estimating the dam- 
ages under this act, the contributory negligence of the plaintiff shall be taken 
into consideration. 

Sec. 2. In all actions commenced under this act, if the plaintiff shall recover, 
there shall be allowed him by the court a reasonable attorney's fee, which shall 
become a part of the judgment. 

Sec. 3. Nothing in this act shall be construed to apply to fires occurring prior 
to the passage of this law. 

Sec. 4. This act to take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the statute-book. 

Approved March 6, 1885. 



CHAPTER 23.— General Statutes of 1889. 

( Article 6.) 

RAILWAY COBPORATION8. 

Tf 1207. (Powers of.) Every railway corporation shall, in addition to the 
powers hereinbefore conferred, have power -^ 

First: To cause such examination and survey for its proposed railway to be 
made as may be necessary to the selection of the most advantageous route ; and 
for such purpose, by its officers, agents or servants, to enter upon the lands or 
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water of any person, but subject to liability for all damages which shall be done 
thereto. 

Second: To take and hold such voluntary grants of real estate and other 
property as shall b^ made to it to aid in the construction, maintenance and ac- 
commodation of its railway ; but the real estate received by voluntary grant shall 
be held and used for the purpose of such grant only ; and to purchase and hold, 
with power to convey, real estate, for the purpose of aiding in the construction, 
maintenance and accommodation of its railway. 

Third: To lay out its road, not exceeding one hundred feet in width, and to 
construct the same; and for the purpose of cuttings and embankments, to take as 
much more land as may be necessary for the proper construction and security of 
the road, and to cut down any standing trees that may be in danger of falling on 
the road, making compensation therefor, as provided in this act for lands taken 
for the use of the corporation. 

Fourth : To construct its road across, along or upon any stream of water, 
watercourse, street, highway, plank road, or turnpike, which the route of its 
road shall intersect or touch ; but the company shall restore the stream, water- 
course, street, highway, plank road or turnpike thus intersected or touched to 
its former state, or to such state as to have not necessarily impaired its useful- 
ness. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to authorize the construction 
of any railway not already located in, upon or across any street in any city incor- 
porate, or town, without the assent of the corporate authorities of such city. 

Fifth : To cross, intersect, join and unite its railway with any other railway 
at any point in its route, and upon the grounds of such other railway corporation, 
with the necessary turnouts, sidings, switches, and other conveniences, in fur- 
therance of the objects of its connections ; and every railway which is or may 
hereafter be intersected by any new railway may unite with the owners of such 
new railway in forming such intersections and connections, and grant the facili- 
ties aforesaid ; and if two corx)oration8 cannot agree upon the amount of compen- 
sation to be maide therefor, or the points and manner of such crossings and 
connections, the same shall be ascertained and determined by three commission- 
ers to be appointed by the district court of the county in which such crossing or 
connection is proposed to be made. 

Sixth: To take and convey persons and property on their railway by the 
power of steam or of animals, or by any mechanical power, and to receive com- 
pensation therefor. 

Seventh: To erect and maintain all necessary and convenient buildings, 
stations, fixtures and machinery for the accommodation and use of their pas- 
sengers, freights, and business. 

Eighth: To regulate the time and manner in which the passengers and prop- 
erty shall be transported, and the compensation to be paid therefor; said 
compensation not to exceed the rates fixed by law. 

Ninth: From time to time to borrow such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for completing and finishing or operating their railway, and to issue and 
dispose of their bonds for any amount so borrowed, and to mortgage their 
corporate property and franchises to secure the payment of any debt contracted 
by the corporation for the purpose aforesaid. 

^[1208. (Map and profile.) Every railway corporation, before constructing 
any part of their road into or through any county named in their charter, shall 
make a map and profile of the route intended to be adopted by such company in 
such county, which shall be certified by the president and engineer of the com- 
pany, or a majority of the directors, and filed in the office of the county clerk of 
the county into or through which the road is to be made. 
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^ 1209. (Notice to occupants.) The company shall give written notice to all 
actual occupants of the land over which the route of the road is so designated, 
and which has not been purchased by or donated to the corporation. 

1 1210. (Change in road-bed.) The directors of any railway corporation may, 
by a vote of two-thirds of their whole number at any time change the road-bed, 
or road line, or any part thereof, for the purpose of fifaortening the line, or to 
overcome natural obstacles; but such corporation shall not change the general 
route or terminus of the road. * 

^ 1211. (Agent appointed.) The board of county commissioners of any county, 
or the city council of any city, or trustees of any town or village interested, may 
appoint and empower an agent to represent the county, city, or village, to sub- 
scribe or transfer its stock, give its vote and receive its dividends, if any, and 
such agent to change at pleasure. 

T1212. (Duties of railway corporations.) Every railway coriwration in this 
state which now is, or may hereafter be, engaged in the transportation of pas- 
sengers or property, shall give public notice of the regular time of starting and 
running its cars, and shall furnish sufficient accommodation for the transporta- 
tion of all such passengers, baggage, mails and express freight as shall within a 
reasonable time previous thereto be offered for transportation at the place of 
starting, at the junction of other roads, and at the several stopping places; 
and they are hereby required to stop all trains carrying passengers, at the junc- 
tion or intersection of other railways, a sufficient length of time to allow the 
transfer of passengers, personal baggage, mails and express freight from the 
trains of railways so connecting or intersecting, or they may mutually arrange for 
the transportation of such persons and property over both roads without change 
of cars ; and they shall be compelled to receive all passengers and freight from 
such connecting and intersecting roads whenever the same shall be delivered to 
them. 

^1213. (Whistles to be sounded.) A steam whistle shall be attached to each 
locomotive engine, and be sounded three times at least, eighty rocte from the place 
where the railroad shall cross any public road or street, except in cities and vil- 
lages, under a penalty of not more than twenty dollars for every neglect of the 
provisions of this section, to be paid by the corporation owning the railway, on 
the suit of the county attorney, one-half thereof to go to the informer and the 
other half to the county for the support of common schools ; and the corporation 
shall also be liable for all damages which shall be sustained by any person by 
reason of such neglect; provided, however, that such penalty shall be sued for 
within one month from the time the cause of action accrues, and not thereafter ; 
and provided further, but that one penalty shall be recovered in any one action. 

^1214. (Crossings.) Every railway corx)oration shall cause boards to be 
placed, well supported by posts or otherwise, and constantly maintained, across 
each traveled public road or street, when the same is crossed by the railway on 
the same level. Said boards shall be elevated so as not to obstruct the travel, 
and to be easily seen by travelers; and on each side of such board shall be 
painted in capital letters, ''Look out for the cars." But this section shall not 
apply to streets in cities or towns, unless the corx)oration shall be required to put 
up such boards by the city or town authorities, or the officer having charge of 
such streets. 

^[1215. (Penalties; how recovered.) All penalties imposed upon railway cor- 
porations by this or any other act may be sued for in the name of the state of 
Kansas, and if such penalty be for a sum not exceeding $300, then such suit may 
be brought before a justice of the peace of the county in which the penalty ac- 
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crued, and may be commenced by serving a summons on any officer or agent of 
such company found within the state. 

^ 1216. (Action against ; service.) Any action , prosecution or proceeding against 
a railway corporation, for any liability, penalty, or forfeiture, may be brought in 
any county into or through which such railway runs ; and the summons or other 
process in any such case may be directed to, and served by, any officer of any 
county in which the principal office of such corporation may be, or in which any 
officer, director or agent of the corporation may be found. 

If 1217. (All railways subject to act.) All existing railway corporations within 
this state, and such as may hereafter be created or formed, shall respectively have 
and possess all the x)owers and privileges contained in this article ; and they shall 
be subject to all the duties, liabilities and provisions contained in this article, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of any charter granted by the legislative assem- 
bly of the territory of Kansas. 



CHAPTER 23.— General Statutes of 1889. 

(Article Q6.) 

POWERS OF RAILROADS. 

If 1247. (Purchase stock, etc.) That it shall be lawful for any railroad com- 
pany, created by or existing under the laws of this state, from time to time 
to purchase and hold the stock and bonds, or either, or to guarantee the 
payment of the principal and interest, or either^ of the bonds of any other rail- 
road company or companies the line of whose railroad constructed or being 
constructed connects with its own. 

If 1248. (Power to foreclose and enforce liens, etc.) That any corporation 
duly existing under the laws of this state shall have power and authority, as 
payee, assignee, or holder in any other manner, to enforce by foreclosure, or 
otherwise, any lien npon the property of any other corporation or individual, 
with the like proceedings and effect in law and equity as would pertain to any 
other person being such payee, assignee, or holder, and may become a purchaser 
at any sale, judicial or otherwise, had and made in the pursuance of the pro- 
ceedings for the enforcement of such lien by foreclosure or otherwise, in like 
manner and effect with any other person. 

If 1249. (Law repealed.) That chapter 95 of the Session Laws of 1874, en- 
titled "An act authorizing railroad companies to issue preferred stock," approved 
March 9, 1874, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

fl250. (Liable for damages.) That railroads in this state shall be liable 
for all damages done to person or property, when done in consequence of any 
neglect on the part of the railroad companies. 

T 1251. (To employee.) Every railroad company organized or doing business 
in this state shall be liable for all damages done to any employee of such com- 
pany in consequence of any negligence of its agents, or by any mismanagement 
of its engineers or other employees, to any person sustaining such damage. 

Tfl252. (Damages to stock.) Every railway company or corporation in this 
state, and every assignee or lessee of such company or corporation, shall be liable 
to pay the owner the full value of each any [and] every animal killed and all 
damages to each and every animal wounded by the engine or cars on such rail- 
way, or in any other manner whatever in operating such railway, irrespective of 
the fact as to whether such killing or wounding was caused by the negligence of 
such railway company or corporation, or the assignee or lessee thereof, or not. 
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^ 1253. (Action and recovery.) In case such railway company or corporation, 
or the assignee or lessee thereof, shall fail for thirty days after demand made there- 
for by the owner of such animal, or his agent or attorney, to pay such owner or 
his agent or attorney the full value of such animal if killed, or damages thereto 
if wounded, such owner may sue and recover from such railway company or cor- 
poration, or the assignee or lessee thereof, the full value of such animal or dam- 
ages thereto, together with a reasonable attorney's fee for the prosecution of the 
suit, and all costs, in any court of competent jurisdiction in the county in which 
such animal was killed or wounded. 

^1254. (Demand.) The demand mentioned in section 2 of this act may be 
made of any ticket-agent or station-agent of such railway company or corpora- 
tion, or the assignee or lessee thereof. 

^1255. (Findings.) In all actions prosecuted under this act, it shall be the 
duty of the court, if tried by the court, or jury, if tried by a jury, if the judg- 
ment or verdict be for the plaintiff, to find, in addition to their general findings 
for plaintiff, the amount, if anything, allowed for an attorney's fee in the case. 

H 1256. (Not apply.) This act shall not apply to any railway company or cor- 
poration, or the assignee or lessee thereof, whose road is inclosed with a good 
and lawful fence, to prevent such animal from being on such road. 

^[1257 (Protect laborers.) That whenever any railroad company shall con- 
tract with any person for the construction of its road or any part thereof, such 
railroad company shall take from the person with whom such contract is made a 
good and suflScient bond, conditioned that such person shall pay all laborers, me- 
chanics, and material men, and persons who supply such contractor with provi- 
sions or goods of any kind, all just debts due to such persons or to any person to 
whom any part of such work is given, incurred in carrying on such work, which 
bond shall be filed by such railroad company in the office of the register of deeds 
in each county where the work of such contractor shall be ; and if any such rail- 
road company shall fail to take such bond, such railroad company shall be liable 
to the persons herein mentioned to the full extent of all such debts so contracted 
by such contractor. 

^ 1258. ( Who may sue.) All such persons mentioned in the first section of 
this bill shall have a right of action on the bond provided for in the first section 
of this act for the full awards of debts against such contractor. 

^ 1259. (Cattle-guards.) When any railroad runs through any improved or 
fenced land, said railroad company shall make proper cattle-guards on such rail- 
road when they enter and when they leave such improved or fenced land. 

^ 1260. (Damages.) Any railroad company neglecting or refusing to comply 
with the provisions of sections 1 and 2 of this act shall be liable for all dam- 
ages sustained by any one by reason of such neglect and refusal, and in order 
for the injured party to recover all damages he has sustained, it shall only be 
necessary for him to prove such neglect and refusal. 

T] 1261. (Judgment to be a lien.) Any judgment recovered against any rail- 
road company in this state for any injury to persons or property shall be a lien 
within the county, when recovered, on the railroad and real or other property of 
such company, and shall be prior and superior to the lien of any mortgage or 
trust deed which may be thereafter executed, except liens for taxes. 

Tf 1262. ( Crossing on public highway.) It shall be the duty of each and every 
railway company or corporation owning, controlling or operating any line of rail- 
road within this state to construct and keep in repair, at each crossing of any 
regularly laid out public highway, a good and substantial crossing, by securing 
on each side of each rail a board not less than twelve feet long, and not less than 
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ten inches wide and two inches thick, and shall^fiU the space between the two 
inside boards with gravel or broken stones^ or shall floor the space with boards 
not less than two inches thick and twelve feet long. 

^1263. (Penalty.) Any railroad company or corporation that shall fail to 
comply with the provisions of the first section of this act, within sixty days after 
the taking effect thereof, shall be liable to a fine of five dollars for each and 
every day that they so fail to comply therewith, for each and every crossing, to 
be recovered by an action brought in the name of the township in which the 
crossing or crossings are situated ; to be recovered before any court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

If 1264. (Duty of township trustee.) Whenever by the construction of any 
railway within this state the crossing of any public highway has been or shall be 
materially injured, either by excavations or embankments made by said railway 
company or corporation in the construction of said road, and the said railway 
company have failed to make good the said crossing, and continue to fail to do so 
for the space of ninety days after the taking effect of this act, it shall be the duty 
of the township trustee of the proper township to notify the board of county com- 
missioners of the fact, stating the location of the crossing, the manner in which 
the crossing has been injured, obstructed, or destroyed, verified by affidavit of at 
least three of the resident taxpayers of said township ; thereupon it shall be the 
duty of the board of county commissioners to api>oint three disinterested house- 
holders of the county to view the said crossing and assess the damages resulting 
thereto from the construction of said railway, and shall designate the time of 
meeting, and shall notify the railway company by written notice, not less than 
ten days previous to said meeting, to any agent or attorney of said railway com- 
pany, of their action, stating the time and place at which the said viewers will 
meet to view the crossing and assess the damages resulting therefrom. 

^1265. (Viewers assess damages.) .The viewers appointed under the provi- 
sions of the third section of this act shall meet on the day designated, and shall, 
from actual view, assess the amount of damages resulting to the highway by the 
construction of said railway ; which amount shall not be in excess of the amount 
of money necessary in their judgment to construct a good crossing, and costs of 
suit, including necessary approaches ^thereto, and shall return to the township 
trustee a certificate under oath of the amount of damages by them assessed. 

^1266. (Notice to company.) It shall be the duty of township trustee, im- 
mediately upon the filing with him of said certificate, to notify the railroad com- 
pany, by written notice to any agent or attorney of said road, of the amount of 
damages assessed against it, and demand the payment of the same ; and on fail- 
ure of the company to pay the amount so assessed for the period of thirty days 
thereafter, he is authorized to commence an action in any court of competent 
jurisdiction for the recovery of the amount of damages as aforesaid ; and the cer- 
tificate of the viewers shall be prima facie evidence of the amount of damages 
sustained. 

^ 1267. ( Moneys received.) All moneys received under the fifth section of 
this act shall become a part of the township fund of the township where the 
damage was sustained, and shall be used under the direction of the road overseer 
for making good the damages to the public highway sustained by reason of the 
building of said railroad. 
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CHAPTER 167.— Session Laws of 1897. 

TO FURNISH TBAIfSPOBTATION TO SHIPPERS. 

Am Act to amend chapter 195 of the Laws of 1895, being an act entitled ''An act 
to require railroad companies to furnish free transportation to shippers of stock 
in certain cases, and providing a remedy in case of failure or refusal on the part 
of the railroad company to comply with the provisious of this act.*' To provide 
a penalty for the violations of the provisions of this act, and repealing all acts 
and parts of acts in conflict herewith. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That section 1 of chapter 195 of the Laws of 1895 be amended so 
as to read as follows : Section 1. Whenever any railroad company or corporation 
doing business within the limits of this state shall receive and ship any live stock 
by the car-load, said company, in consideration of the usual price paid for the 
shipment of said car, shall pass the shipper or his employee to and from the point 
designated in the contract or bi]l of lading, without further expense to the ship- 
per in the way of fare ; provided, however, that in all cases where a shipper ships 
more than one car-load of stock at the same time, the said railroad company shall 
be and is hereby required to pass free, as aforesaid, only one additional person, 
shipper or employee for every three car-loads shipped in addition to the first car- 
load. 

Sec. 2. That section 2 of said chapter 195, Laws of 1895, is hereby amended 
so as to read : Sec. 2. Every railroad company or corporation failing or refusing 
to comply with the provisions of section 1 of this act shall be liable in damages 
to the shipper for the amount of damages sustained by reason of such failure or 
refusal on the part of the railroad company, to be recovered before any court of 
competent jurisdiction, and any judgment recovered on any such action shall be 
made to cover reasonable attorney's fees for plaintiff's attorney. 

Sec. 3. Any officer or employee of any railroad company or corporation who 
violates the provisions of section 1 of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall upon conviction be fined in the sum of not less than fifty or 
more than two hundred dollars, and it is hereby made the duty of the county 
attorney to prosecute all violations of this act, and for such services in the prose- 
cution thereof, upon a conviction, the court shall enter up, as part of the costs 
in said action, a fee of twenty-five dollars for said county attorney. For the en- 
forcement of the provisions of this act, suit may be brought before any court of 
competent jurisdiction in any county into or through which the railroad passes. 

Sec. 4. Chapter 195 of the Laws of 1895 is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall be in force and'effect from and after its publication in 
the official state paper.

CHAPTER 168.— Session Laws of 1897. 

TO FENCE THEIR ROADS. 

An Act to amend paragraph 1317, General Statutes of 1889, entitled *'An act to 
compel railroad companies to fence their roads by and through lands inclosed 
with a lawful fence, and repealing said paragraph 1317." 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. Any person owning land by or through which any railroad has 
been or may be constructed, who has or may inclose the same or any part thereof, 
and adjacent to the line of such railroad, with either a lawful fence or hog-tight 
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fence, may demand of such railroad company that it inclose its line next thereto 
with a lawful fence or hog-tight fence and maintain the same; proyided, that the 
hog fence defined in section 3064, Laws of 1889, shall be and constitute a hog 
fence for the purposes of the act. 

Sec. 2. Paragraph 1317, General Statutes of 1889, is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publica- 
tion in the statute-book. 

Approved February 18, 1897. 



CHAPTER 169.— Session Laws of 1897. 

OBSTRUCTING PUBLIC HIGHWAYS. 

An Act to prohibit railroads from obstructing public highways, streets, and al- 
leys, and providing penalty therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That each and every railroad company, or any corporation leas- 
ing or otherwise operating a.railroad in Elansas, are hereby prohibited from a^ 
lowing their trains, engine or car to stand upon any public highway crossing, 
street or alley in any incorporated town to exceed ten minutes at any one time. 

Sec. 2, Any person or employee of any railroad company or corporation oper- 
ating a line of railroad in Kansas failing or neglecting to comply with section 1 
of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than three hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail not to exceed ninety days. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take efifect and be in force from and after its publica- 
tion in the statute-book.
